LOUISVILL E JOURNAL 

Commerce ok New York.— The Courier and 
Enquirer in publishing detailed statistics of the 
ixportii and imports of New York for three quar- 
ers of the Government fiscal year which ends 
une 30, shows that the exports Are not only 
larger than for any March in six years, hut they 
are made up almost entirely of merchandise; 
whereas, in March of any previous year in which 
the export was nearly as large, a large amount of 
specie was included. The export of merchandise 
for the quarter just closed, shows an increase of 
more than 150 per cent, over the same time of 
1859, and for the nine months of the fiscal year, 
the increase is nearly as K reftt * The export of 
specie for the last six months is less than the im- 
port for the month just past, and for the nine 
months tho import of specie besides the receipts 
from California, is greater than the export of 
specie, a very peculiar-state of affairs. Notwith- 
standing a great falling off in the export of 
specie, the total exports exceed last year by 
nearly eighteen millions, and the year before by 
fifty-two millions. The increase in our exports 
ii almost entirely made up of breadstuff's and 
provisions, and although the exports of bread- 
gtuffs to Europe in the past nine months are in 
the aggregate equal to more than forty millions of 
bushels, the demand is now as active as at any 
time in the yenr. 

The imports fell off rapidly when the secession 
movement took shape, but still compare favorably 
with the panic year 1857-58; they are much 
larger, but being made up so largely of specie, 
do not carry out in the customs revenue. The 
subjoined figures make some comparisons which 
are not contained in the larger table:

Singular Discovery of Ancient Coins — 
The New Orleans papors report the discovery of a 
collection of ol 1 coins in an ancient Spanish house 
in the Second District of that city. The story 
runs lo the effect that an old negro woman had 
complained frequently to her mistress about an 
evil spirit which haunted the place, floor, walls, 
and ceiling of the kitchen, to her great terror and 
the destruction of her rest at night. On Sunday 
night, March 21th, this woman locked herself in 
the kitchen with her little grandson, and began 
a search for money, which she naturally associa- 
ted with the spirit. She dug under the hearth, 
and discovered a heap of old silver coin, the value of 
which has been estimated by a broker at $1,670. 
Who buried the money must remain a mystery. 
The money, of course, falls to the lady living in 
the house. I 

Sympathy ok tiik British Parliament with 
Mrs. Yklvkrton. — I n the House of Commons, 
on the 12th ult., a somewhat singular scene oc- 
curred. Mr. Whiteside, Mrs. Yelverton’s elo- 
quent counsel, took his seat for the first time since 
the opening cf the eesaion, and the Right Honor- 
able gentleman, on making bis appearance in the 
House, was “very loudly” cheered from both 
sides — an ovation intended to mark his fellow- 
Senators’ sense of his able advocacy in the cause 
of Major Yelverton’s victim. 

Desertion ijy Wholesale. — W e learn from 
the Washington States that no less than twenty 
United States marines, stationed at the navy yard 
there, deserted on Monday night. After leaving 
the barracks, their uniforms were changed for 
citizens’ clothes, and it is supposed they have gone 
South to enlist in the army of the Confederate 
States. Not a single day passes that there are 
not one or more desertions from the Federal forces 
stationed at Washington. 

Mode ok Betrothal in Turkey. — T he cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Bulletin, in a late 
letter, furnishes the following: 

We paw a letter tho other day, written by a 
lady in the interior of Turkey, which gave an 
interesting account of two betrothals which she 
had witnessed among the native Protestants 
there. She writes; 

‘The two girls were daughters of the head 
Protestant of the village, a man of considerable 
influence, and as we w*-re well acquainted with 
the family, we received a cordial invitation to be 
•resent at the ceremony. On arriving at the 
•Ouse, we found assembled a large company of 
friends and relatives, and the future husband of 
one of the damsels, who were drinking some cof- 
fee which one of the girls had brought in, but as 
she served it, she dared not raise her eyes from 
the floor, and soon escaped from the room. Then 
two large family Bibles were brought in, which 
were the presents of the bridegrooms to their 
brides. The men arranged themselves on one side 
of the room, and the women on the other, and 
the two, poor, bashful girls, coming in last, hid 
themselves as much as possible, behind each oth- 
er and their friends. 

•The native pastor row made a few remarks, 
saying, he presumed, in the course of time, that 
the voung men would do their oicn c.ourtmg on ac- 
quaintance, and not leave it. to their friends to 
arrange it for them; and further stated that the 
giving and receiving of the Bibles signified the 
consent of both parties to enter into an engage- 
ment of marriage. After a short prayer, he called 
one of the girls to him, and handed her one of the 
Bibles, which she took, but seemed hardly to 
know what to do till her relatives told her to go 
out of the room, which she did, with haste, and, 

1 presume, with great pleasure. The other girl 
then received her Bible, and withdrew in like 
manner, and the ceremony of betrothal was 
over.” 

The Condition ok Women in Past Ages and 
thf. Prksknt. — T homas Bailey Aldrich, the poet, 
observes: 

The nineteenth century, among other inven- 
tions and discoveries, has discovered Woman! It 
was not enough that she was placed in the Garden 
of Kden for us. We were blind for many thous- 
and years. When the world was young we made 
her fetch our wood and cook our food and play the 
menial. In our days of chivalry we taught her 
to l>e a pretty Amazon, to dress our wounds, to 
bind her scarf about our helmet, to receive a fan- 
tastic and insincere adoration. Then, as if there 
were never to be an end to our nonsense, we fan- 
cied that she was an Arcadian shepherdess, or a 
lovely wood nymph with confused ideas of l virtue. 
Then was the sickly, sentimental, pastoral age in 
full blast. Then did she tap us on the cheek with 
her fan, and smirk and smile, and paint and pow- 
der, and wear her hair four stories high. That 
was the courtly ago. But by and by she wearied 
of these follies. We began to treat her with 
more sense; then little by little ehe liegau to as- 
sert herself; the better we treated her the more 
she asserted, until ut last we cried out, like a 
Frankenstein, “What monster is this we have 
created?” But it was not a monster — it was only 
a woman! Great in ber weakness, noble in her 
charity, beautiful in her patience. We have 
found her out! She was never so recognized as 
now; we have discovered that she has brain as 
well as heart; that she can write verses like Mrs. 
Browning, paint pictures like Rosa Bonheur, and 
still be all that is gentle and loveable like Flor- 
ence Nightingale. 

Vessel Fired Into near Savannah. — T he 
Savannah Republican, of the 2d inst. says: 

The steamer Georges Creek, Captain Willets, 
from. Baltimore, in coming up the river, was 
brought to on Saturday night last, by the bat- 
tery at Fort Jackson. The Georges Creek, it ap- 
pears, having, when abreast of the fort, no lights 
observable, was hailed, and giving no answer, 
two blank cartridges were fired at her; still fail- 
ing to answer, two balls were fired at her, one of 
which passed over her liow, and the other over 
her stern, which immediately brought her small 
boat to the fort to explain her position.

Bad Effects of Grass on Colts — When 
horses are turned out to grass iu tho spring of 
the year, the succulent nature of the food 
causes them to purge, often to a great extent; 
this is considered by many persons a moat de- 
sirable event — a great misconception. The 
herbage is overcharged with moisture and sap, 
of a crude, acrimonious nature, to such an ex- 
tent that all cannot be taken up by the organs 
destined for the secretion of urine, or by the 
absorbent vessels of the body; the superfluous 
fluid, therefore passes off through the intes- 
tines with the indigestible particles of f >od, and 
thus the watery fasces are trown off. Flatulent 
cholic or gripes is a frequent attendant. The 
system is deranged; but the mischief docs not 
terminate here. If the purging is continued, 
a constitutional relaxation of the bowels is es- 
tablished, very debilitating to the animal, and 
often difficult to control. I am so decidedly 
opposed to unrestricted allowance of luxriant 
grass to horses at any age, that nothing could 
induce me to give it to them. After the sec- 
ond year, hay should form a considerable por- 
tion of the daily food in summer to every ani- 
mal intended for hunting or riding. 

If a horse is supported entirely npon tho 
grass which he collects in a rich pasture field, 
or upon that which may be cut and carried to 
him in his paddock, he must consume a much 
greater bulk than of hay in an equivalent 
time, to afford nourishment to the system. 
Grass being very full of sap and moisture, it 
is very rapidly digested, consequently the 
horse must be continually eating it. This 
distends the stomach and bowels, and the 
faculty of digestion is impaired, for the diges- 
tive powers require rest as well as oiher organs 
of the body, it they are to be preserved in per- 
fect condition. By the custom of grazing, the 
muscular system is enfeebled, and fat is substi- 
tuted. This may escape the notice of the su- 
perficial observers, who do not mark the dis- 
tinction between the appearance of a fat and a 
muscular animal, who conceive, so that the 
hones are covered, and the points are rounded, 
all that is requisite has been attained. But 
that is a very fallacious impression. Let any 
person who is skeptical on this point ride a 
horse in the summer who has just been taken 
from grass, along with another kept on hay 
and com, at the moderate rate of seven or 
eight miles an hour; the grassed-fed horse will 
sweat profusely, while the other will be per- 
fectly dry. This proves that the one eating 
grass overbounds with fat and those portions of 
the blood which are destined to form that de- 
posit. 

Those who will advocate grazing will no 
doubt exclaim, “Oh, this is a test of condi- 
tion, which is not required in young and grow- 
ing animals." I beg to state that it is highly 
important, if the acme of condition is to be 
attained by animals of mature age, that the 
growth and gradual development of their 
frames should be composed of those healthy 
and vigorous elements upon which the struc- 
ture of future condition can be raised. Ani- 
mal substances are, to a very great extent, 
subservient to the nature and quality of the 
foot! with which the individuals are nourished. 

I believe farmers would find it much to their 
advantage if they were to consider this sub- 
ject with reference to feeding cattle and sheep, 
so that they might select those kinds of food 
which abound with properties more conducive 
to the production of flesh than fat. There is 
no kind of food which the horse consumes 
which has not a tendency to deposit fat. It is 
a substance which must exist to a certain ex- 
tent; but as it is muscular power, not a pre- 
disposition to adipose rotundity, which en- 
hances the value of the animal, the reasons 
are obvious what guide should be taken in the 
selection of food. 

I have on a former occasion hinted the pro- 
priety of bruising the oats, and I will now 
state my reasons for so doing. The first I will 
mention is economy. Three bushels of oats 
which have undergone that process are equiva- 
lent to four which have not, and the animals 
that consume them derive greater benefit. 
Various schemes are adopted to induce horses 
to masticate their corn, all of which are inef- 
fectual. Scattering them thinly over the sur- 
face of a spacious manger, mixing a handful 
of cut straw with each feed, and such like de- 
vices, will not cajole the animal to the perform- 
ance of mastication. A horse that is disposed 
to bolt his corn, however carefully it may lye 
spread along his manger, will soon learn to 
drive.it into a heap with his nose, and collect 
as much with his lips as he thinks fit before 
he begins to masticate. Whatever food enters 
the stomach of any animal, and passes away 
in an indigested form, may be considered as 
eo much dross or extraneous matter, which, 
not having afforded nutriment, is prejudicial 
to the creature which consumed it. A mis- 
taken notion of economy is often the incentive 
to turning horses out in summer, to be entirely 
dependent upon grass for their support. A few 
remarks will surely dispel that error. Twen- 
ty-two bushels of oats — allowing one bushel 
per week from the 15th of May to the lGth of 
October — may be as the produce of half an 
acre of land, and half a ton of hay that of an- 
other half acre, although a ton and a half per 
acre is not more than an average crop. It 
requires at least an acre of grass land to sup- 
port a horse during the period above men- 
tioned. — Mark Lane Kr/ireax.

Skim Milk Calves. — We find in some of 
our exchange papers many schemes to rear 
calves without giving them anything of value 
to cat. Skim milk is a fancy article with some 
breeders, and they give precise directions how 
to administer the dose. 

Some direct to get the calf into a corner, 
where he can’t hang back. Let a stout man 
straddle his neck — let a boy hold a dish of skim 
milk so high that the calf may drink, if he will. 
But ho is now two or three days old and knows 
better than to taste of such stuff except “ by 
compulsion. ” 

But this beverage is made better by adding 
a little oat meal, cobmeal, or buckwheat meal. 
Something uun-^he added to the skim milk to 
make it go — and then it is no go. A calf 
would stand three days over such fodder, and 
eat straw or poor hay rather than to touch it. 
What is to be done ? The owner, or his aid, 
puts his finger into the call's mouth, and tries io 
make it believe that it is sucking milk from 
the teat of its mother. 

The calf never believes it, but as its nose is 
in the dish and the finger in its mouth, it must 
move its jaws in order to spit out the finger, 
and in doing this it is obliged to swallow some 
of the porridge. 

The calf is often treated in this way for weeks 
and weeks, till it is reduced so low that it will 
cat anything rather than starve. He turns to 
the hay mow and there finds a little consola- 
tion in a cud, and it begins to think that it 
can live after all. 

But now its master fancies that new grass 
must be good for the youngling, and he ties 
him in the border of bis garden where the early 
clover has made its appearance. The calf has 
now learned to drink out of a pail — but it pre- 
fers pure water to skim milk and its mixtures. 
It drinks but little, for the fresh grass is its 
food and drink. In six weeks the calf looks 
as old ua yearling, though not a tenth part 
as largjelh a yearling should be. The owner 
rears but one oi two in a year, therefore he 
cannot let them loose till after haying is over. 
Then they are permitted to range through the 
cornfield and elsewhere to pick up enough to 
keep along through the winter. 

If farmers would count the cost of rearing 
calves by hand they would be likely to try bet- 
ter methods. One quart of milk drawn by the 
calf from its mother, is worth more to sustain 
it than two quarts of new milk drawn by hand, 
for milk drawn by the calf is not gulped down 
in a heap, to be disposed of in the stomach 
after much effort and pain. 

The farmer * who rears a number of calves 
may let them suck for a number of weeks, 
taking half the milk, at less cost than to hold 
them and attempt to turn milk down their 
throats. When calves are allowed half the 
milk they will soon learn to eai good hay. 
They eat hay better than any early grass in 
the garden, and it is better to wean them on 
hay than on grass. It is less trouble and it is 
eaten by the young calf. 

When a farmer raises a number of calves, 
the oldest will teach the others how to eat hay 
and drink water. Let the hay be of first 
quality, and let a tub of water stand on one 
side of the pen. The oldest calf will soon 
learn to drink water without putting a finger 
in his mouth, and his companions will soon 
find out what he is about at the tub. 

Calves ought to learn how to cat meal, or 
meal and oats, and they will learn this in one 
day's time if you will place some on one of the 
sills at the side of the pen. If they are back- 
ward in learning this, put a little fresh earth 
beside the meal and they will aoon mix the 
whole together and eat it. By the way, calves 
should always have free access to loam orcarth 
of Borne kind. They eat it more readily than 
meal and it is good for them. Nothing is so 
good to prevent the complaint called scours, or 
to cure it, as loam front the field. 

After a calf has been nursed by its mother 
for three months it may be taken off to another 
barn and fed on the best of hay till you have 
fall feed for it. Then it may run at large and 
eat grass. Or it may be kept in a cool barn 
through the summer season. 

Through the winter calves should have the 
best of hay, but they should not be closely con- 
fined as some writers advise. They winter best 
under open sheds where they can have air and 
light. — Mans. Ploughman.

W e hope that everybody, and especially every 
body who imagines that the Peace Proposition 
is less favorable to the South or “less clear and 
defined" than Mr. Crittenden's Proposition 
with the Powell amendment, will read this 
great and statesmanlike effort, which, to 
the exclusion of nearly everything else, we 
publish in the Journal of this morning. If the 
mantle of Madison has fallen anywhere 
amongst the living sons of Virginia, it hangs 
on the shoulders of Wm. C. Rives. Certainly 
the speech of his we publish to-day is worthy 
of the inheritor of that sacred robe. 



gpW e sec that there is getting to be a good 
deal of ill feeling in Mobile between the ]>eo- 
ple of that city and the volunteer troops Who 
have gone there for their protection. A com 
munieation in a lato number of the Mobile 
Advertiser speaks of some of the late conduct 
of the volunteers in the streets as “a horrible 
abomination, ” and even charges them with 
having pursued into a church respectable la- 
dies who had fled to the sanctuary for protec 
lion. The writer suggests that the troops 
should he “moved out of the corjorate limits 
of the city." , 

To this communication, “a Mississippi Vol- 
unteer” makes what is intended as a cutting 
reply. He does not deny the commission of 
the outrages complained of, but says that the 
soldiers concerned in them were not Mississip- 
pians, and then he proceeds to file a list of 
complaints against the citizens of Mobile, 
lie says, that, when the Mississippians arrived 
at that city, they were received with the most 
frigid coldness or rather not received at all, 
4 no one meeting them at the depot except a 
hungry swarm of hacktnen," and that, since 
then, there has not been the slightest manifes- 
tation of “the generosity and magnanimity 
due to troops sent to free the Bay of Mobile 
from the presence of a hostile foe.” He adds, 
that, at the very time when the drunken sol- 
diers were pursuing the Mobile ladies, “400 
others were famishing for water and food in 
Hitchcock's cotton sheds in the Bay,” having 
been more than thirty hours without a meal. 

When men are training animals for a fight, 
they 6 tarvo them to make them ferocious. 
Perhaps our Mobile friends think that the 
s ime sort of training is necessary to prepare 
the army of protection for a fight with tie 
Yankees. But we much fear, that, if the 
troops get too savage in their hunger, they 
may undertako to devour the Mobilians in- 
stead of waiting to dine upon Yankees. 

The Journal hates this association (the Work- 
ingmen's), and avails itself of the resolution to 
which it refers (the .Vh) to strike a blow at it. It 
knows the Workingmen repudiated that resolu- 
tion, which was indorsed by the Journal 

Courier. 

We wish the Courier were as fair and hon- 
est in act as we must believe it to be in in- 
tention. We certainly don't “hate” the 
Workingmen’s Association. The Journal has 
always spoken of the Association with respect, 
and the senior editor of the Journal voted for 
the Association’s candidate for the Mayoralty 
when there was seen to be no hope of Mr.

The Courier says that the Workingmen re- 
pudiated their own resolution in regard to the 
lynching of secession speakers, but that we 
endorsed it. On the morning after the meet- 
ing of the Workingmen at the Court-House, 
wc gave a general endorsement of its series of 
resolutions, for their tone was strongly for the 
Union. The next morning, our attention 
having been called to the lynching resolution, 
we repudiated it. At that time the Working- 
men had not repudiated it at all, and, so far 
as we know or believe, they never did repudi- 
ate it except by quietly and silently omitting 
it from the series of resolutions adopted by 
them some time afterwards. 



SPEECH OK HON. WM C. HIVES. ON TUE PEACE 
' CONTI KEN. F. AND THE S FATE OK THE I SION, 
DELIVERED IN RICHMOND, ON THE -ill Ot 
MARCH, 1861. 

Mr. Rives began by saying, that, though laboring 
under a pai tul indisposition, he had come, in 
obedience to the call with which he had been hon- 
ored by his fellow cilizens of Richmond, to give 
them an account of the proceedings of the late 
Peace Conference at Washington. He was well 
aware that those proceedings bed lieen tho subject 
>f violent and unsparing denunciation, and, in 
manv instances, it was manifest, the denuncia- 
tions were made without any special knowledge 
or consideration rf the merits of the qiysatims 
involved. He abu knew full well, from long ob- 
servation and familiarity with the course of pub- 
lic eveuts, what was tho' power of mere denuncia- 
irn in forestalling a fair and candid exercise of 
the public judgment. 

but, notwithstanding these disadvantages, and 
the yot greater one of the feebleness, bodily and 
mental, of the advocate, of which no one could 
tie more sensible than himself, he did net do-pair 
— such was Ids confidence in the inherent power 
of truth and justice und in the intelligence of 
his countrymen — of being able to satisfy them 
that the propositions of the Peaco Conference, in- 
stead of being an abortion, a mockery, a delusion, 
and whit not, in the vituperative language of 
passion and prejudice, are, as a whole, l lie most 
comprehensive and satisfactory settlement of the 
unhappy controversies which divide the country, 
that has vet emanated from any quarter. If they 
were not "so, it was owing, certainly, to no want 
>f earnest, anxious, and peraev ring effort on the 
part of a steady, working majority in the con- 
vention at Washington, to close now and forever 
ev.ry source of those bitter waters which have 
•f late so disastrously swept over the land, and 
noboned 'he great fountains of the national peace 
and happiness. 

The questions, said Mr. Rives, which the Con- 
vention at Washington was assembled to adjust, 
all rolatod to the delicate but fruitful topic of do- 
mestic servitude as it exists ill the Southern 
States of the Confederacy. According to a just 
theory of the Constitution, this subject cannot he 
legitimately brought within tho sphere of the 
General Government but in two specified cases, — 
first, to pa«s tho necessary laws to give etfect to 
the constitutional guarantee for the rendition of 
fugitives from service or labor, and, secondly, to 
prohibit and repress the African slave trade after 
the exnira.ion of the period of twenty years for 
which It was tolerated, by the compromise of tho 
Constitution, at tho special instance of two of the 
Southern States, South Carolina and Georgia. 

Although this is the full extent of the power 
given by the Constitution to the national author- 
ities to act upon the question of dome-tic servi- 
tude, cunning and ambitious devices have been 
contrived, from time to time, by politicians on 
tho one side or tho other, to bring it into the 
arena of national politics, as a means of forming 
or strengthening party combinations by arousing 
sectional interests, passions, and prejudices. It is 
not my purpose now to inquire which of the two 
great "parties of the country has been most to 
tilame in the political agitation of this question. 
It is sufficient, for the purposes of this meeting, 
for me to state that the various forms under 
which the question has been agitated have 
brought into discussion the powers of Congress 
over the institution of slavery in the Territories 
of the Union — in the District of Columbia— in tile 
forts, arsenals, and other places, over which the 
General Government has exclusive jurisdiction 
within the limits of the several Suites — over the 
transfer of slaves from one slaveholding State to 
another— and, finally, over the institution in the 
States themselves, so far as it might, in the re- 
moteness of time, lie affected by an amendment 
ot the Constitution concurred in bv the requisite 
three-fourths of the States; to which must he 
added the evasion or inexecution of the fugitive 
slave act. 

It was for the final and satisfactory settlement 
of these various and exciting questions that Vir- 
ginia, animated by her well-known loyalty to the

in every great crisis, has directed her public coun- 
cils, invited her sister States to meet her in con- 
vention at Washington. Her Commissioners re- 
ceived no special instructions, nor wore they tied 
down to any particular plan of adjustment as an 
ultimatum or sine qua non. We wore referred in 
general to the propieitiun brought forward by the 
patriotic and distinguished Senator of Kentucky, 
Mr. Crittenden, with two modifications added 
thereto by the Legislature, as constituting the 
basis of such an udfustnunt as would, in the opin- 
ion of the Legislature, be accepted by the people 
of Virginia. It was the principles of that adjust- 
ment that we kept steadily in view; and I think 
1 shall be able to sa isfv you that everything of 
substance in Mr. Crittenden's proposition has been 
unequivocally secured in the proposition of the 
Peace Conference, under a fornf of words more 
analagous to the precedents of our constitutional 
history, while several stipulations of great value 
and importance to tho Southern States, not con- 
tained in the proposition of Mr. Crittenden, are 
engrafted upon the plan of adjustment which re- 
ceived the sanction of the Conference at Wash- 
ington. 

The first section of both propositions relates to 
the territorial question, which has been the pons 
asmorum of this whole controversy. To avoid 
the difficulties and disputes inseparable from a 
joint and undivided interest in the common inher- 
itance under the regulation of Congress, both 
plans propose a recurrence to the patriarchal ex- 
pedient — “Let there be no strife between me and 
thee — if thou wilt take the left hand, then I will 
go to the right — if thou depart to the right hand, 
then I will go to the left ,’ 1 For this purpose it 
was proposed bv both to re-establish permanently 
and unchangeably, under the sanctions of a sol- 
emn constitutional compact, the Missouri com- 
promise line of thirtv-six degrees thirty minutes, 
extending it through the whole territory of tho 
United States, and declaring that north of that 
line slavery, or involuntary servitude, is prohib- 
ited, and south it is recognized as existing, with 
suitable provisions for its maintenance and vindi- 
cation, so long as the country remains in a terri- 
torial condition. Whenever any territory, north 
or south of the designated line, shall contain a 
population equal to that required for a tnemb *r 
of Congress, it is to be admitted into the Union 
on an equal footing with tho original States, with 
or without slavery or involuntary servitude, as 
tb« constitution of such new State itself shall pro- 
vide. 

in carrying out these principles, common to both 
propositions, that of Mr. Crittenden uses the fol- 
lowing language: “In ail the territory South of 
the said line of latitude, slavery of the African 
race is hereby recognized ns existing, and shall 
not he interfered with by Congress; but stall be 
protected as property by all the departments of 
the Territorial Government during its continu 
ance.” In the proposition of tho I’eace Confer 
ence, the same object is accomplished by a differ- 
ent form of words, pursuing the language of the 
Constitution, hut with a force and effect equally 
if not more complete than the terms emploved it) 
Mr. Crittenden's proposition. The language used 
in the proposition of the Peace Conf-rence iathie: 
“In the present territory south of that line, the 
status of persons held to involuntary Service or 
labor, as it now exists, sh II not be changed; nor 
shall any law be passed by Congress or the Terri- 
torial Legislature to hinder or prevent the tsking 
of such persons from any of the States of t he 
Union to said territory, nor to impair the rights 
arising from the said relation; but the same shall 
be subject to judicial cognizance in the Federal 
Courts, according to the course of the common 
law.” 

It must he borne in mind that by an act of the 
Territorial Legislature of New Mexico, which in- 
cludes all the Territory south of the parallel of 
thirtv-six degrees thirty minutes, the amplest 
provision is already made for the protection of 
the rights connected with slavery. Its very title 
is “an act for the protection of property in 
slaves," and in fulfillment of its avowed purpose 
it furnishes every safeguard, usually found in the 
codes of slaveholding communities, for the vin- 
dication and enforcement of the rights of the 
master. It is unnecessary here to do more than 
indicate the general character of this Territorial 
law, as the discussions, which will soon take 
place in the convention now assembled in this 
city, must bring all its details fully to the 
knowledge of the public. Slavery also alreadv 
exists in point of fact in this Territory, though 
as vet, it is understood, to a very limited extent. 

Taken in counectinn with this state of the law 
and the fact, as now existing in the territory 
south of thirty-six degrees thirty minutes, what 
more complete protection can be given to the in- 
stitution of slavery or involuntary servitude there, 
than is furnished by the proposition of the Peace 
Conference? It explicitly declares that the 
“status of persons held to involuntary service or 
labor, as it now crisis " — that is, the "condition of 
persons in a state of slavery as now existing in 
the territory, both in law and in fact — “shall not 



torial law which gives it shall not be changed; 
and adds 'hat "the rights arising from the rela- 
tion of involuntary service or labor shall not be 
impaired either by Congress or the Territorial 
Legislature, hut the same shall he subject to ju- 
dicial cogniza: ce in the Federal Courts, according 
to the course of the common law. 

The proposition of the Peace Conference thus 
ervers the rights of the master under the double 
shield of federal and territorial protection, while 
that of Mr. Crittenden provides for territorial pro- 
tection only. The cognizance of the Federal 
Courts furnishes a most important security, as a 
long line of decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, among which may he men- 
tioned the celebrated Amistad case, and the 
case of Groves and Slaughter, as well as the 
Dred Scott case, recognize nnd affirm, In the full- 
est and most unequivocal manner, the rights of 
property in slaves. The proposition of the Peace 
Conference throws open also the whole arsenal of 
remedies furnished by the plastic genius of the 
common law for the assertion and vindication of 
those rights. 

A very superficial attempt has Loen sometimes 
msde to disparage and pervert this provision by 
representing it as referring to the common law 
for the right of property in slaves; and a very 
gratuitous display of learning has been indulged 
by parading the Somerset case decided by laird 
Chief Justice Mansfield to show, that, according 
to the principles of the common law, there can be 
no property in slaves. But the slightest inspec- 
tion of the provision will sltowf tilai the rights, 
arising from the relation of slavery, are recog- 
nized as pre existing and already legally estab- 
lished in the territory; and reference is made to 
the course of the common law only for the proce- 
dure and remedies which it furnishes for the en 
forccment of those rights. It is a fundamental 
maxim Of that great system of Jurisprudence, 
deeply imbued with t lie wise and practical spirit 
of the race among whom it has grbwn Up to per- 
fection, that for every right there is a remedy; 
and its remedies are moulded with logical exacti- 
tude, as iveil as comprehensive liberality, to suit 
the circumstances of each peculiar case. Thus, 
under this provision, the master would have his 
option of the action of detinue, trover, or tfes 
pass on the case, as he might choose to lay his de- 
mand for the restitution of the slave or the re- 
covery of his value; and the remedies by habeas 
corpus or replevin, which seem to be those main- 
ly con-emplated by the territorial code, would be 
equally open to him bjr the same provision. 

Thus far, fellow citizens, I think von will agree 
with me that the proposition of the Peace Con- 
ference furnishes a more ample and efficient legal 
protection for the rights of the slaveholder in the 
allotted territory than tho proposition of Mr. 
Crillouden. Out the determined opponents of the 
adjustment recommended by the Peace Confer- 
ence profess to tind nn important advantage in 
Mr. Crittenden’s proposition, in as much as It 
declares, in totidem verbis, “slavery of the Afri- 
can race to be property." 

Undoubtedly, slaves are property. They are 
made so by the laws of every community in 
which slavery exists. They are expressly de- 
clared to l>e so by repealed and solemn decisions 
of the Supreme Court. They are also j persons, 
sustaining the legal relations and responsibilities 
of persons. They are punishable bv the laws for 
crimes which they may commit. They are pro- 
tected by tho laws from crimes which may lie 
committed against them. There are also moral 
relations between the master and slave, which 
none are more ready to recognize than the South- 
ern slaveholder himself, and which give to the 
institution, as it exists in the South, its patri- 
archal and domestic character. 

It was in this view that the subject of slavery 
was treated by the patriots and statesmen who 
framed the Constitution of the United States. 
While they recognized the rights of property in 
slaves, and protected those rights against the 
interfering laws of other States, in case ot escape, 
by a solemn obligatory provision for the restora- 
tion of the fugitive slave to bis master, they, at 
the same time, included three-fifths of their num- 
ber, as persons, in the census of inhabitants by 



Or South Carolina according to her own 
reckoning has now boen out of the Union bo. 
tween four and five months, and what has . 1 • 
gained?

be changed, nor “shall any law be passed to hin- 
der or prevent tho taking of such persons to said 
territory, nor to impair the rights arising from 
the said relation, but the same shall be subiect to 
the cognizance of the federal courts, according to 
the course of the common law. I shall hereafter 
allude to this last clause, as a very perverse han- 
dle seems to have been made of it to excite the 
prejudices of persons not familiar with the legal 
and well established import of the terms used in 
reference to the common law. For the present, i 
invite your attention, fellow citizens, to the gen- 
eral scope of this provision — its fullness, its pre 
cision, its completeness for every ptirprse of legal 
protection, as well with regard to the holding of 
slaves in security in the Territory, at to tho light 
of taking them there from any part of the Union. 

But, it is objected that the word slave or slave- 
ry is not used In the propo-ition of the Peace Con- 
ference. Neither is it used in the Constitution. 
In both, the relation is described as that of " per- 
sons held to service or labor under the laws of the 
State” where it exists. This description is in 
itself far more just and appropriate in a solemn 
constitutional instrument than the use of an ab- 
solute term, from which, in the more amiliar his- 
torical examples of it, inferences might. Its drawn 
very different from the nature Of the institution 
as it existed and still exists in the States of the 
American Union. 

In the Roman civilization, such as it was, from 
hich the historical ideas of slavery were most 
generally derived, the master hid thu {lower of 
life and death ovor hb fiaVe and the practice 
was for each toaster to fix hi- brand upon the 
check of his slaves, though of the same race with 
himself. No wonder that tho wise and great 
men who framed the Constitution of the United 
States should have wished to guard against in- 
ferences and Associations such as these, by the 
pretermission of a word that might have led to 
them. There is recorded evidence that the pre- 
termission was the result of consideration and 
design, especially on the part of the representa- 
tives of the Southern States, who were most In- 
terested in the legal, as wall as hiimanitarian, 
character of the institution as it exists in the 
United States. 

It will be seen, on reference to tho history of 
the Constitution as it has come down to us from 
the mast authentic sources, that, after tho first 
draft of the instrument Was reported by the com- 
mittee of detail. General Pinckney, of South Car- 
olina, desired “some further provision in favor of 
property in slavery,” whereupon his colleague, 
Mr. Pierce Butler, proposed a clause providing in 
express terms for the surrender of “fugitive 
slaves;" but immediately withdrew it. On the 
following day he submitted a proposition for the 
rendition of “persons held to setvlce or labor 
under the laws of One State escaping into anoth- 
er,’’ in the very words, with one or two insignifi- 
cant variations, in which it now forms a part of 
the Constitution, and it was unanimous! v adopted. 

But it seems we have grown wiser ‘than tho 
Constitution itself, as well as our fathers who 
framed it; und there are those who insist that the 
inexorable shibboleth shall he pronounced, how- 
ever ample, unequivocal, and precise are the 
guarantees otherwise given for all tho rights 
connected with the legal servitude of the African 
race as it exists in the Southern States of the 
Confederacy, and as it is recognized ami pro- 
vided for by the proposed airangeQtenl with re- 
gard to a partition of the Common Territories of 
'.ue Unlufi. .But, la uu esrh of roher r 6 a - 0 ( 1 , a 
demand resting upon a singie word, excluded 
from the Constitution, when all which that word 
justly lmpoits Is abundantly conceded nnd so- 
cured, can never be made the sine qua non of tho 
preservation of our glorious frame of government 
and of our plighted faith, by a loyal and high- 
minded people. 

Let us now, fellow-citizens, run a brief par 1 ' 
between the proposition of Mr. Crittenden JL Ti, 



which the apportionment of representation among 
the States was to be regulated. If you will look 
back to the 54th No. of the Federalist, contempo- 
rary with the adoption of the Constitution, in 
which this principle of apportionment was dis 
cussed and vindicated by Mr. Madison against 
Northern objections, you will see in what forcible 
terms he puts the Southern view of the subject. 

“We deny,’* he says, “the fact that slaves are 
considered merely as property, and in no respect 
whatever as persons. The true state of the case 
is, that they partake of both of these qualities; 
being considered by our laws, in some respects, as 
persons, and in other respects as property. ♦ * * 
The Federal Constitution decides, therefofe, with 
great propriety on the case of our slaves, when it 
views them in the mixed character of persons 
and of property. This i«, in fact, their true fchar- 
acter. It is the character bestowed on them by 
the laws under which they live; and it will not 
be donied that these are the proper criterion.” 

Is not some regard due to the profound and 
comprehensive policy which adjusted, with so 
much skill and foresight, the entire framework of 
the Constitution; so that, whatever new provis- 
ion we engraft upon it for the security of our 
rights, tho essential harmony and consistency 
of its parts be not broken up? While adhering to 
the language of the Constitution, the proposition 
of the Peace Conference, I think l have shown 
you, recogni/.es in the most f unequivocal manner 
ihe legal rights of property in slaves, and pro- 
vides the amplest possible protection for those 
rights — a r» cognition repeated and reinforced by 
other parts of the plan, which provide, in certain 
cases, for the payment of the money value of the 
slave, and guard against his disproportioned tax- 
ation in comparison with othef property. 

So entire and complete is the recognition and 
protection thus given to the rights of property 
slaves, that when a motion was made, in one 
stage of the proceedings, to substitute, on this 
point, language taken from Mr. C ittenden’s 
proposition for that of the Peace Coriference, 
four, out of seven of the slaveholding States rep- 
resented in the convention, voted in the negative 
while several of the delegates of the three re 
maining States which voted otherwise, were, 
doubtless, influenced mainly by the consideration 
tint their constituents had already expressed their 
approbation of the terms of Mr. Crittenden's prop- 
Ofd'ion.* For mvself, 1 am free to declare, that, 
voting as I did from deference to the opinions ex 
pressed by the Legislature of Virginia in favor of 
the language of Mr. Crittenden's proposition, riiy 
deliberate opinion was and Is that it gives, in p»> 
respect, any better protection to the rights of the 
slaveholder than does the proposition of the Peace 
Conference; while the latt«r has the advantage of 
being conceived in language more in harmony 
with the well-considered precedents of our con 
stitutional history. 

Let us now advert to another difference between 
the amended proposition of Mr. Crittenden and 
that of the Peace Conference, which has been 
much dwelt upon, but very inconsiderately, as it 
seems to me. by the ndversaries of the latter. 
The amendeu proposition of Mr. Crittenden ap 
plies the Missouri compromise line tofuturo as well 
as existing territory; and this, in the exciting 
zeal of those who advocate every thing in prefer- 
ence to the Peace Conference adjustment, seemd 
to be considered as tantamount to the actual ac- 
quisition of territory south of i hirty-six deg. thirty 
iuin., and the perpetual establishment of slavery 
therein; whereas the very declaration that terri- 
tory hereafter acquired south of that line is to be 
slave territory would operate In itself as a per- 
petual interdict upon any such acquisition. Undef 
the. present arrangement of the Constitution, 
whether territory is to be acquired by treaty 
requiring two- thirds of the Senate, or by a ma 
jority of the two Houses, as was irregularly done 
in the case of Texas, — the power of acquiring now 
rests With the Northern States; and can it be 
believed, that they would over, of their own free 
will acquire territory south of thirty-six deg. 
thirty min., when, in \irtue of a pre-existing 
constitutional compact, the territory would bo 
ijwo / acto slave territory, the moment it is ac 
quire d? 

Besides the unseemly spectacle, in the eyes of 
the vrorld, of undertaking to parcel o^t our neigh 
bor’s territory among ourselves, before we hav 
acquired it, it appeared to many of us in the 
Couventiou at Washington that it would be far 
better for the interests of the South, as well as 
for the paramount harmony and equal rights of 
both sect ion*, to frame a new organic rale for the 
acquisition of territory, and make it a part of the 
constitution, by which the concurring assent of 
both sections should bo made necessary for such 
acquisition. 

Under such a rdle, all projects for the aggrar 
dizement of ohe feecton at the expense of the otl 
er would be arrested; and new territory W’ould be 
acquired, only where a clear national interest de- 
manded it. If, for example, the Northern States 
should wish hereafter to acquire the Canadas or 
other adjacent British po 'Sessions, from motivesef 
geographical pre^ionderanea, such a rule would put 
it at once itl the power of the South to prevent it: 
and, vice versa , if tho Southern States should, 
wi bout any sutlicient national consideration, de- 
sire to extend our territorial limits in the direc- 
tion of Mexico and Central America, the North 
would equally have it in its power, by the same 
provision, to arrest Its accomplishment. While 
each section would thus be armed, according to 
the just theory ef a well balanced (Jonfedoiate 
Government, with a constitutional power of de- 
fending its distinctive interests against the ambi- 
tious or irregular encroachments of the ether, the 
proposed rule would. In no case, prevent the ac- 
quisition of territory, where it was called for by 
considerations of a natioual character. 

The door would l*e left open in every case for 
deliberation, for compromise, for amicable ar- 
rangement. If it should ever become the interest 
of the Northern States, as it well migl\t he, in 
order to extend the market for their manufactures 
and the field for the employment of thefr naviga- 
tion, to enlarge the national limits, by honorable 
negotiation, oii Ihe side of Mexico, the South 
might say, we will not consent to it, unless you 
admit us to a fair participation of the territory 
with our peculiar institution*. Or, if the North- 
ern States should desire territorial enlargement 
in their own vicinity, 'the South might say, we 
cannot agree to it, unless you allow us a corres 
ponding expansion, by fair and honorable means, 
in our quarter. 

Such were the considerations which led to the 
second section iu the plan of adjustment proposed 
by the Peace Conference, making it hencefor- 
ward a constitutional rifle that territory should 
be acquired only by concurring majorities cf the 
Senators both of the slaveholding and of the non- 
slaveholdiug sections, and that no treaty for the 
acquisition of territory should be valid unless the 
votes of a m*- jority of the Senators of eacu sec- 
tion should be given as a part of the two- thirds 
mnj irity of the whole body required for the ratifi- 
cation of treaties. The practical operation of Mr. 
Crittenden's amended proposition, in declaring 
beforehand that all future acquired territory, 
south of thirt}'-six degress thirty minutes, should 
bo slave territorv, would be to array the North- 



champions was concerned, but with a firm con- 
viction that an invincible ally, truth, was on my 
side. The same opinion was generally entertain- 
ed, at a peruxl not long past, by the public men 
of the North; and although it has gradually given 
way to discussion, and to intimations of opinion 
by individual judges from the l»ench of the Su 

? reme Court, thequestion has never yet, so far as 
am informed, been solemnly and judicially set- 
tled bv that august tribunal. In like manner, it 
is within the recollection of all of us that the 
power to abolish or prohibit slavery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and by parity of reason within 
the forts and arsenals over which the United 
States exercise exclusive jurisdiction, has been 
Almost universally asserted in thi non- slavehold- 
ing States; and petitions for the exerc ise of that 
power were, for a long time, one of the most of- 
fensive and dangerous forms of anti-slavery agi- 
tation. 

The adjustment recommended by the 1 eace 
Conference proposes to cutoff, now and forever, all 
tbehc sources of agitation and controversy, by an ar- 
ticle to be incorporated into the fundamental com- 
pact of the States, declaring, in explicit terms, 
that neither the Constitution, nor any amend- 
ment thereof, shall ever hereafter be construed to 
give Congress any of the powers referred to. 
IxH>king lorward, at the same time, to the* jxkssi- 
ble contingency that the non-slaveholding States 
may, at some remote period, form so large a 
majority of the States of the Union as to enable 
them, by the requisite three-fourths, to carry an 
amendment of the Constitution affecting the in- 
stitution of slavery in the Southern States, the 
proposition of the ‘Peace Conference fnrther pro- 
vide? by its sixth section, taken in connection 
with the one we are now’ considering, that no 
such amendment shall ever be made without the 
unanimous consent of all the States. No more 
absolute security than this can possibly be given 
against an Interference with the domestic insti- 
tution* of the South. 

In ptovldlng these various guarantees, the 
profiosltiotl of th Peace Conference, while keep 
Irig ftteadllt Ifl the ****** otyeote as the prop- 
osition of Mr. C+Htfntytt, does M t always employ 
the same language. The reason's 0i litis differ- 
ence of phraseology have DG’en Already I 
sufficiently justified and explained. That the 
language employed is appropriate and elective 
for its purpose*, we are authorised to conclude 
from the fact, which will be attested by the jour- 
nal of the Conference, that the comprehensive 
and important section we have fust been review- 
ing, received the unanimous rotes of all the ala v 
holding States represented in the Conference, and 
with but a single individual disseut of any mem- 
ber of their delegations recorded. 

I come now to a comparison of the proposition 
of the Peace Conference with that of Mr. Crit- 
tenden, which calls for a few words of explana- 
tion and development. Mr. Crittenden's proposi- 
tion e-tahlished the principle that where the 
officer of the law is prevented by violence or the 
intimidation of A tffdp from executing the act for 
the rendition of fugitive slaves;, the United S'ates 
should pay to the otonef the fftll ^al^e "f his slave, 
and made It the duty of Ccfngrfciss ttf prhVfdo for 
stich payment. The same principle and obliga- 
tion are’ established in Almost the Aairie words, 
and under the sanctions of a solemn constitution.! 
amendment, by the proposition of the Peace Con- 
ference. But Mr. Crittenden's proposition, after 
the establishment of this fundamental principle, 
proceeded to declare that the United States, when 
they shall have paid the owner for the value of 
his slave, should have the right, in their own 
name, to sue the county irt which the violence or 
intimidation had taken place, for th’e recovery of 
the amount so paid, with interest anddimagcs 
thereon; and that the county should in like man- 
ner, for its indemnity, have recourse over again.-t 
the individual wrong doers. These details were 
Omitted in the proposition of the Peace Confei- 
er.te. mainly, it is to be presumed, from the con- 
sideration that they formed more properly the 
subject of legislative enrtctrhent than the matter 
of a general constitutional provision. 

But, in tho farther progress of the proceeding, 
an addition was made to this portion of the pro- 
position of the Peace Conference, the history of 
w hich it is proper I should give you. After tho 
adoption of the principle that the United State* 
should pay tho owner the value of his slave, in 
case of rescue by violence or the intimidation of 
a mob, it was moved on the other side of the 
Convention that the United States should make 
full compensation to a citizen of any State, who, 
in any other State, should suffer in his person and 
property from mobs or riotous assemblies. 
Though this motion involved the obnoxiou* prin 
ciple of a general supervision of the national 
authorities over the internal administration and 
police of tho several States, it had a certain air 
of reciprocity, which subjected our friends from 
the non-slaveholding Stntes, who had stood firmly 
by us, to more or le^s embarrassment in voting 
against it, as they did, and, by their Votes defeated 
it. They deemed it necessarv ? therefore; to thtfir 
position at home, after tlie issue thus made,- that 
they Should, in some form, show their adherence 
to the principle of the equal rights and privileges 
of the citizens of all the States. 

From this consideration, one of the delegates of 
New Jersey, who had distinguished himself 



could be threatened or assailed--every conceivable 
avenue through which the agitation of the sla- 

rv question could be renewed — is forever cut off 
hermetically closed, i he controversy respect- 
ing the territories is finally laid to rest and irre- 
vocably terminated by an impassable line of de- 
marc ition, established’ with all the sanctions of a 
constitutional provision. Congress is perpetually 
interdicted from any interference with the subiect 
of slavery in the District of Columbia, and in 
of her places over which it has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion within the limits of any of the States, unless 
with the consent of the communities and StAtes 
concerned, and, in a spirit of the moat abundant 
cautioo, it is provided that no future amendment 
of the Constitution shall ever be made by which 
the institution of slavery can he affected in any 
of the States where it exists, but with the unani- 
mous consent of those States and of all the others. 
Congress is, also, forever barred from any attempt 
to interfere with the transfer of slaves from one 
slaveholding State to another, or, in the exercise 
of its power of direct taxation, to im|*ose anv un- 
equal or disproportionate burthen on the owners 
of slaves. At the same time, new and important 
guarantees are given for the fulfillment of the ex- 
isting obligation of the Constitution with regard 
to tho restitution of fugitives from service or la- 
bor. 

It is not possible to find, in the history or poli- 
tical institutions of any country, a case in which 
the peculiar and exposed interests and rights of 
one part of the nation are more completely 
fenced round and guarded from encroachment by 
the other. And this is as it should be. The in- 
terests in question are of a most sensitive and 
delicate character, and have been the chosen 
object of a reckless crusade waged against them 
under the joint banner of fanaticism and political 
ambition. It was the !>ounden duty of the other 
States, aff kr>val parties to a compact of which the 
fundamental principle is the absolute security of 
the domestic institutions of the several States, to 
give ample and uneqtrVotfal guarantees for this 
object, and to ensure thereby quiet and repose to 
the mind of the South. 

Such, I believe, was the honest rmd sincere pur 
pose of a decided majority of the fence Confer- 
forence at Washington, liecent and batter ex- 
perience had brought home to them the indis- 
pensable necessity of putting an end, at once and 
iorerer to auti slavery agitation — as itself tBv 
sole i»n 4 dangerous parent of an “irrepressible 
conllict” bef two social systems, which could 
otherwise It'.'*, no? only in peace and harmony, 
"the pafr.,J sNeltl of th. Cons'ittu.ion, 
But wi:h mutual an.i si K r.»l “one " 1 to each other, 
it was their wish and intention, in "baMhej d.d 
t? bury under ape rpetual const it utioZ*- mteraict 
every tfuretion with which the political agita'ton 
of slavery had been hitherto connected, or 
which it coula herea^ie^eontrive tofasten; and to 
burv them so deep that nef’^ef the hind of fan 
aticism nor of intrigue nor cf ambition could 
ever roach them more. 

This feeling animated and directed the wbote 
line of Border Fr«e States, conterminous with tho 
slave States, stretching from the shores of the 
Atlantic to the banks of the Mississippi. New 
•» er «ay with her large, national heart, formed 
mi 



throughout by bis ardent and gallant support of 
the constitutional rights of the South, moved to 
re- affirm an acknowledged principle of the Con- 



stitution, by declaring that Congress shall pro- 
vide, in the words of that Instrument, for securing 
“to the citizens of each State the privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several States.’’ Be- 
lieving the provision to be unnecessary, five of 
the slaveholding States, Virginia among the 
number, voted against It. The two remaining 
slave States, with all the Border Free States, who 
had stood firmly with us in every stage of our 

f irotracted struggle, seeing in the provision noth- 
ng but the affirmance of an unquestioned consti- 
tutional princip'e, voted for it, nnd. added to the 
other States represented irt the Convention, car- 
ried it by a majority of sixteen States to five. 

It has been alleged by the more violent oppo- 
nents of the Peace Conference, that, under this 
provision, fr<*« negroes, who are invested with the 
quality of citizens by (lie law? of some of the 
non sfaveholding States, would lie entitled claln 
the privileges of citizens in the Southern State*. 
But, surely, after the decision of the Dred Scott 
case, which tufiled specially and indisputably 
upon this vefv question, and in which a large 
majority of the court (two only out of nine judges, 
as well as 1 recollect, dissenting) belt! In the 
strongest terms that free negroes are not to be 
regarded, in anv sense, as citizens under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution of the United Statqe, 
such a Claiffi Cotild nfcVer be seriously made. 
Nothing, I am persuaded, 'ould be ft fore Contrary 
to the loyal intentions of the honorable mover of 
the proposition, and of a decided majority of 
those who voted for it, than any such pe version 
of its terms; and should there appear to be any 
real danger of so manifest a mi* interpretation, 
the proposition itself would, ldoul*tnut< be frank- 
ly abandoned. 

The subject of the African sla^e trade is dealt 
with nearlv after the same manner by the propo- 
sition of the Peace Conference and that of Mr. 
Crittenden. Both of them make it the duty of 
Congress to pass effectual laws to prevent the im- 
portation of slaves (to which the Peace Confer- 
ence proposition adds coolies) into the United 
Srates; ard the Idtter add* also a perpetual con- 
stitutional prohibition of the rofelgn sldve trade, 
meaning thereby a perpetual Interdict to Ameri- 
can citizens of a participation in the African slave 
trade as carried on to foreign countries as well as 
to the United States. 

Both propositions, finally, provide for giving a 
special character bf permananoe and stability to 
all the foregoing proposed amendments of the 
Constitution intended to preclude the interference 
of the General Government with the subject of 
slaver}’, by declaring that they shall not be here- 
after changed, except by the unanimous consent 
ef all the States. ThOso Original clauses of the 
Constitution also, which relate to the apportion- 
ment of representatives among the States, nnd 
to the rendition of fugitives from service or labor, 
are placed under the same guarantee of perma- 
nence and immutability. In thus following the 
example set by the Constitution itself with re 
gard to the inviolability of the rqual ropre«enta- 
tion of the States in the Senate, the most effectu- 
al means are taken to give lasting security to the 
constitutional rights of the South, and to close 
forever those unhappy controversies which have 
hitherto divided the Confederacy and arrayed one 
section against another. 

Let me now, fellow-citizens, call your atten- 
tion to some provisions of great interest to the 
Southern States, contained in the proposition of 
the Peace. Cbnfbrence, *hich are nw to bs found 
at all in that of Mr. Crittenden. In the first in- 
stance, there is an express declaration in the plan 
of the Peace Conference that Congress shall have 
no power to impose any higher rate of taxation 
on slaves than on land— a subject with regard to 
which the proposition of Mr. Crittenden is silent. 
And yet it is easy to see how much the interests 
of the South mlgl t be injured, and t,heir domestic 
institutions crippled, by an unfriendly exercise of 
the power of taxation in this regard, if it were 
not restrained bv a constitutional prohibition 
such as that which the Peace Conference pro- 
poses. 

Again, the preposition of Mr. Crittenden, with 
respect to the transfer of slaves from one slave- 
bolding State to another, simply declares that 
Congress shall have no power to prohibit or hin- 
der such transportation. The proposition of the 
Peace Conference not only contains the same ex- 
plicit declaration, but, over and beyor.u it, secures 
the right, in case of transportation by water, of 
touching at ports and shores within the limits of 



ern States in solid phalanx against anv such ac- 
quisition, and thereby render it impossible. The 
plan of the Peace Conference, by leaving the des- 
tination of new territory, in each particular case, 
an open question, and by giving each section a 
check u|»on the oth» r, would invite mutual con- 
cessions and equifable arrangements, and secure 
to the South a far better chance of future expan- 
sion, if its interests shoul i require it. 

This well timid conception formed originally a 
palt vf what was culled tho Kentucky Resolu- 
tions, submitted by Mr. Guthrie; but the com- 
mittee of a member for each State, to whom all 
the various propositions were referred, substitu- 
ted in place of it a provision requiring four-fifths 
of all the members of the Senate for the ratifica- 
tion of treaties by which territory is acquired. 
My able and eloquent colleague, whose cheering 
pree«nce l am happy to have the benefit of this 
evening (Judge Summers), then brought forward, 
iu An improved and perfected form, the proposi- 
tion originally submitted by the Kentucky dele- 
gation. On the first trial of it in the Convention, 
was rejected t»y a majority of one or two votes; 
but a reconsideration being moved, it wa? after- 
waids carried by a inajoriiy of twelve to six. To 
hifi tact, forethought, nd good temper, fellow- 
diiaeng, you are indebted for what 1 cannot but 
consider a decided improvement upon tho amend- 
ed proposition of my honored friend, the di.stin- 
gui>hed Senator of Kentucky, and w hich, if it 
should ever become a part of’ the Constitution by 
the national sanction, will be, in other respects, 
a most important addition to the checks and bal- 
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the free States, and of actually landing, in case 
of necessity, with slaves, without prejudice to 
the master’s rights of property from the advene 
operation of the laws of the State, under who*e 
jurisdiction they are thus temporarily brought. 

The practical value of this stipulation will be 
more partifcularly felt along the shores of tho 
Ohio, and of the Mississippi above tho mouth 
of the Ohio. Having been one of the Commis- 
sioners of Virginia to treat with the Commission- 
ers of the State of Ohio in 1818 respecting the 
common boundary and jurisdiction of the two 
States along that river, 1 am enabled experimen- 
tally to appreciate the importance of the provis- 
ion in question. If gentlemen will look into the 
history of that negotiation, as they will tind it 
among the published LegLlallve documents of the 
period, they will see that it was the steady re- 
fusal of the Ohio Commissioners to give any guar- 
antee against the operation of their State laws 
on the rights of property in slaves, when tempo- 
rarily brought under the jurisdiction of that State 
by touching on her side of the river, which occa- 
sioned the final rupture of the negotiation. What 
it was then found impossible to obtain from a sin- 
gle non- slave holding State by negotiation, is se- 
cured from all bv a permanent Constitutional 
provision, under the terms of the Peace Confer- 
ence adjustment. 

The proposition of tho Peace Conference also 
contains a provision giving increased facilities for 
the reclamaiion of fugitive slaves, to which there 
is no corresjKinding provision in the proposition of 
Mr. Crittenden. In a case which caine before the 
Supreme Court of the United States, some fifteen 
or twrentv vearsago, to which the Commonweal :h 
of Pennsylvania was a party, it was held by u 
majority of the Court, that, according to a proper 
construction of the second section of the fourth 
article of the Constitution, all measures for the 
surrender of fugitive slaves are under the exclu- 
sive cognizance and c ratrol of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and its authorities, and that it is not 
competent for the States to paw any laws or take 
any action on the subject, even in aid of the sur- 
render. This decision was dissented from by tho 
Chief Juslice and two or three of the other 
Judges, nor has it given, at any time, entire sat- 
isfaction to the legal mind of the country, but it 
has, nevertheless, been considered as definitively 
settling the law of the land. 

Its immediate effect was to lead to a repeal of 
the laws which had lieen pasted by several of the 
non-alaveholding States, in good faith, to facili- 
tate and co-operate iu the fulfillment of this pro- 
vision of the Constitution, and, in lieu of it, to 
beget a spirit of jealousy and opposition to the 
action of the Federal authorities. The opinion 
bos, of late, been widely entertained that it would 
be a good thing again to open the w’ay for the co- 
operative action of such of the States as should 
tie animated with loyal dispositions. For this 
purpose, the proposition of the Peace Conference 
irovidee that hereafter the Cons it ut ion shall not 
ie construed to prevent any of the States, by 
appropriate legislation, and through the action of 
their judicial and ministerial officers, from en- 
forcing the delivery of fugitives from labor, and 
thus supplies an important additional security for 
the rights of the South, wherever the obliga 1 ions 
of the Constitution ujion all the parties are frank- 
ly recognized, over and above what is contained 
the proposition of Mr. Crittenden.

at least, as ample and complete protection tor a*, 
the rights and interests of the South as any 
ftchotne of adjustment that has been offered to 
the consideration of the country. When, indeed 
all the complex relations of the subject, and the 
degree to which sectional passions and prejudices 
have been aroused by a long continued political 
struggle of unprecedented violence, are considered, 
ever}’ candid man must regard it as a matter of 
surprise as well as congratulation that so satis- 
factory, an adjustment should have been reached 
I at last. 

Bv fhe proposed plan, every possible approach 
i by wMfb the rights ami interests of the Boutfi 



mained, with undismayed firmness at thelrposts 
in the national councils; reinforced by that noble 
and gallant body of men in tho North, who have 
ever stood by the South in its demand of consti- 
tutional equality and justice; they would have 
had the absolute control of the Government, 
through the Legl-larive department — have re- 
pelled every encroachment, if such hud been at- 
tempted — and render ed the experiment of a sec- 
tional administration far too barren and thorny 
ever to be th« ught of again. And nil this would 
have been accomplished by peaceful constitution- 
al agencies, without, any serious j ir in tho regular 
machinery of the Government, an 1 without com- 
promising the steady and onward march of the 
national pro nerity aud greatness. 

Now that Virginia h is been so cruelly, not to 
say wantonly, abandoned by the Cotion States 
in this great c ns’.itutional struggle in a common 
cause, her first duty is to lo^k, with calm and 
collected composure, to her own true po- ition, a* 
it is prescribed to her by the consideration of her 
own interest and honor. Let it be understood, 
once for all, that she is mistress of her own des- 
tinies; and that she is neither to lie dragged into 
disunion by precipitation, nor awed into submis- 
sion by coercion. There are questions of grave 
import to be maturely weighed and resolved, be- 
fore she makes up her mind to dissolve a Union 
which her greatest and wisest men were the 
chief agents in constructing, and embarks her 
fortunes with a new confederacy against which 
their most solemn counsels have warned her. 

When the Union shall be dissolved, as is pro- 
posed, by the line which separates the slavehold- 
ing from the non-slaveholding States, and Virginia 
finds herself in immediate contact with or in close 
proximity to States that, would then be foreign 
States to her, without cither the obligation or the 
disposition to surrender fugitive slaves, whAt 
prospect could she have of retaining that descrip 
tion of her property and labor? Would not such 
a state of things be virtually a proclamation of 
freedom, which, by successive advances and en- 
croachments would deprive her wholly of her 
slaves? 

How could she and her sister Border Slave 
States sustain the collisions and wars that would 
ft»l low, along a frontier of several thousand miles, 
without a crushing w eight of military establish- 
ments and of taxes that would he alike fatal to 
their liberties, ruinous to th< ir resources, and des- 
tructive to all the arts of civilization and peace? 

Were it possible, as it clear!} is no f , to sur- 
mount these dangers, she must still inquire how 
her diversified interests, exposed to the comjieti- 
t ; on of the rest of the world, could bo reconciled 
with the inexorable policy of a c infederac$ built 
up on the tw’O lending and exclusive ideas of in- 
creasing tho profits of the cotton culture, and di- 
minishing the value of tho labor employed in it. 
to the utmost practicable extend? 

These are soma of the questions, deeply involv- 
ing the interest and safety of Virginia, which 



must be solved, and satisfactorily solved, before 
she ventures upon the irrevocable step that she is 
now summoned to take; and they are questions to 
be solved neither iu hot baste nor upon compul- 
sion. 

We are sometimes flippantly told that Virginia 
must go with the North or the South; and then 
we are triumphantly asked which we will do? I 
say, we will go with neither, f»»r separation. 1 
recognize no such alternative. Oar business is to 
reconcile and reunite North and South; and, in 
the meantime, let Virginia stand, where nature 
has placed her, with her sister Border Slave 
Stales, under which denomination I include the 
noble and loyal States of North Carolina and 
Tennessee, a? well as Arkansas, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, and Delaware. The e States 
are dive tailed into each other by geographical, 
commercial, and social relations, and by a per- 
vading community of Interests and pursuits, 
which rende;s them inseparable. “Whom God 
hath joined together, let not man put asunder.” 
Wtien we look at them collectively, they present 
in their noble bays and rivers, iu their canals and 
railroads, in their soil and climate, in their agri- 
,k ^ral and mineral wealth, in their commerce 
'■•'duree, in their capacities for future 
’ improvement, more varied and 
cu**- -osperous and self-suffic- 
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ing national existence than au., 
gation of States of our glorious Umo»*, . 
piiv, according to the speculations of poiu*... 
theorists, it should be finally resolved into divers 
and rival confederacies. But l do not now speak 
of the Border Slave States wit^ reference to such 
a contingency. I speak of them as they now are 
— as members of the Union, and necessarily 
wielding, by their waited and harmonious action, 



ersey, wuu hoi ihi^c, nsuosai cd»s i. u> ud™ 
amid tod historic battle fields of the Revolution — 
rennsyteafiirf, tfltb her linn and massive constan- 
cy t 6 the Union ahd tit* pon»'itution — the youth- 
ful giant States or the NortkvPdJL Ohio. Illinois, 
and Indiana, with a loyally. not K>V#etf«ll of their 
mother Commonwealth, and mindful of the great 
ttad growing influence they must <«>ef exercise In 
fhe councils of an undivided confederacy, stttxt, 
on every important question, for the rights of the 
South. They felt th.*?t upon them and the Border 
Slave States must fall tho bfttat of those inter- 
minable conflicts which, both history and reason 
#how. would inevitably spring from separation; 
ami in fhe?r conduct and in their language they 
faithfully exemplified the operation of that great 
law of common interest nnd sympathy, which 
makes the Central States, on b 6 th shies of the 
line, the special guardians and natural conserva- 
tors of the Union. 

To this noble array of the allies of the South, 
let me not forget to add gallant and chivalrous 
Rhctfe Island, who, with the united voice of her 
patriotic and dfatinyuLhed delegation, was ever 
at our side. She it vfffs that led the “forlorn 
hope’ of tbe Constituti on iff N*»w Kngland, by 
petting the example of the repeal at tbe personal 
liberty law; and in the I’eace ConfWente, at 
Washington, she was still the Abdiel of her sietef 
States, ‘ fearless, though alone; unshaken, tinse- 
duced, un terrified.” All honl*, ever, to the State, 
which among the last, in the natural pride of in- 
dependence, to relinquish any portion of hef s*rv- 
dreignty to the Union, is now among the first and 
foremost >o acknowledge and respect tho reserv- 
ed, inviolate lights of others. 

Unfortunately, the same spirit of fraternity and 
wise conciliation was not exhibited by all the ot her 
States represented in tbe Convention, and this 
produced our difficulties. But, I am happy to lie 
able to Pav, that even tho spirit of Massachusetts 
Was modified before the close of the session; so 
much so that a distinguished member of her del- 
egation, who delivered a fervent abolition speech 
in the first days of the Convention, road, in one of 
the later debate.?, to disavow a doctrine broached 
by one of bis colleagues, as too ultra for him. On 
one occasion, and upon a question cf considerable 
interest to the South, New York, too, actually 
recorded her vote in our favor, and the minority 
of her delegation who stood firmly and nobly with 
g?, boldly proclaimed on the floor of the Conven- 
tion, that, when thequestion should lie carried lie- 
fore the people of that great State, a popular ma- 
jority of a hundred ana fifty thousand would de- 
clare itself in favor of such an adjustment as the 
Convention finally recommend id. 

I have an unshaken confidence that the people, 
almost everywhere, will declare themselves in 
favor of this adjustment. The great desideratum 
now is to take the question o**t of the hands of 
politicians. It is their interest, as it is their vo- 
cation, to keep alive and foment agitation and 
division, as the element in which and by which 
they liteaud have their being. It is the inter- 
est of the people, m the other hand, to put an 
end to discord, and to promote the return of good 
feeling, and of mutual kindness and confidence, 
as the indispensable conditions of tbe genera) 
prosperity and happiness. 

I received, fellow citizen?, just at the moment 
of coming here to meet you, a letter from a lead- 
ing and noble hearted member of the recent con- 
vention at Washington from the State of Penn- 
sylvania, who heirs the name and official title, as 
he possesses the Roman virtues, of one whom we 
were al! accustomed to respect and to reverence 
in hi 9 day — the late Judge White, of Tennessee. 
Though the letter Is enthelv of a private charac 
ter, I cannot deny myself the gratification of 
reading to you a brief extract from It, as justify- 
ing and con Arming the confidence 1 hare ex- 
pressed ?n the temper of the popular mind, erun 
where there hav 6 b*en recently large party ma- 
jorities apparently, thoitjfli Hot really, adverse to 
the just claims of the South. 

“1 learnt,” he says, “that the intelligence *tf 
otif dgrn?ment was greeted in the Senate cham- 
ber at Harrisburg with three cheer?; and I found, 
from conversing with the members, that it had 
gi\en general satisfaction. Wherever 1 stopped, 
T found the same feeling to prevail. In this 
county, which is an old Whig county, at.o which 
gave Mr. Lincoln a majority of about two thou- 
sand six hundred, I am certain, that the vote 
would be more than two to one in favor of concil- 
iation. In short, from all that I can learn, the 
measures that we adopt- d would lie carried by an 
immense majority in Pennsylvania. 

Sba»l wo,- them fellow- citizens, just as we are in 
sight of the pron/lsed land.- turn back to wander 
and lose oursolves hopelessly iri the dreary and 
perplexed wildernet-s of secession? Bhalf Vir- 
ginia, when she has a fair prospect of Ultimately 
winning back to the bosom of the Union her dis- 
affected sisters, bolt out .herself, and thus render 
the breach complete and irreparable? The tiifle i* 
gone by for the reckless game of precipitation. 
It is rio longer in the power of a conclave of Sena- 
tors at Washington bv telegram, to get up revo- 
lutions to order, sating to their sovereign, but 
obedient States, <jo out, and they go. Lven here, 
if I mistake not, the same thing was practiced, 
when the commissioners of a Southern State tele- 
graphed to their constituents — “the Legislature 
of Virginia have passed resolutions again n coer- 
cion — go out promptly*’ 

Fellow-citizens, ihe time has come for rea- 
son, for deliberati >n, for sober and wise dis- 
cretion. At whose bi Ming is Virginia to go out? 
At that of South Carolina, whose occupation for 
months past, has been to taunt, to revile, to de- 
preciate her? At that of the other Cotton States, 
who rjshly followed the example of South Caro- 
lina in renouncing the ties which bound her to 
her sister Stete-i, and without the slightest re- 
gard to the well-known opinions of Virginia, 
plunged the country inttf revolution and anarchy; 
of which the annihilation of a thousand milbon 
of the national wealth and capital, and the Uni- 
versal derangement and distress which have at- 
tended it, grave as the'e evils are, are not to be 
counted as the most serious consequence?? 

If the secedud States had not deserted Virginia 
and the othef Border Slave States in a manly con- 
stitutional struggle for the security and vindica- 
tion of their common rights; if they had 



a potent influence upon the destinies of the 
Union, and upon the policy of their sister States 
both of the North and the South. 

Virginia stands at the head of these Border 
Slave State?. She is their leader and standard- 
l»earer, and they, frankly and generously recog- 
nize her as such. I often, fellow-citizens, take 
up the map of my country to contemplate its 
magnificent proportions, to study the relations of 
its various parts, and to ponder over those great 
and glorions destinies which a gracious Provi- 
dence seemed to have, and, I believe, still has, 
in reserve for us. I never do so without being 
atnick with blended awe and admiration at the 
proud and imposing attitude of Virginia, as she 
present? herself to the eye upon the chart of the 
confederacy. 

Ixxik at her there, in the centre of the Union, 
writh her broad base resting upon her solid and 
faithful supporters, North Carolina and Tennes- 
see— lifting her grand and colossal form, like an- 
other Atlas or TenerifFe, to her proud elevation, 
Hanked on the one hand by Maryland, on the oth- 
er by Kentuckv — and then shooting her towering 
pinnacle into the Northern sky. insinuating her- 
self between the two great Commonwealths of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, as if to mingle with 
and hold them all together with a firmer and 
closer cohesion. In her very geographical jiosi- 
tion and connections, we read her mission and her 
duty. 

Let Virginia, in family council with her sister 
Border Slave States, agree upon such const i'u- 
t tonal guaranteos as are proper and necessary for 
the security of the South; and let them, then, 
with their uni ed voices, call upon the other 
States, by the double ties of justice and fraterni- 
ty, to signify their assent to those guarantees at 
the earliest possible moment. Happily, we have, 
in the resolutions of the Peace Conference, a plan 
of adjustment which has already received the 
sanction of many of the Northern States through 
their delegates in that assembly; and, with such 
modifications a? may appear necessary upon a 
candid and deliberate revision, they could he 
promptly submitted for the direct action of the 
people of the several States. There can be no 
reason to doubt their speedy and cordial accep- 
tance bv tho people of the Border Free State?, 
with Rhode Island, and, I believe, C/onnec:iciit 
and New* York; and others of the Northern States 
would soon follow the example. 

With regard to the seceded States, however in- 
disposed their leaders mav lie at the present mo- 
ment, in the flush of their newly acquired homiv 
to listen to any terms of reconciliation, a little 1 
farther experience and reflection, acting upon the 
dormant attachments to the Union which still 
subsist in large masses of their population, could 
hardly fail to secure from those masses an acquies- 
cence’ in any plan of adjustment that has the 
^yrtion of the Border Slave States, so much 
more aa< * deeply interested than th«v are 

in the que*u ” n5 ^"unacted with the security of 
slaver v in the Uniotf. 

But’ however this m«Y K there are necessary 
Faws, springing from the* frrheTent relations of 
fltafft. which must have tbeif effect. When 
plan o.MUisfment shall have b concurred in 
bv both t3o Border Slave and .he Border Free 
States, then thiTMkve States in the vaMey of the 
Mississippi, interested?* tho free navigalkwi and 
commerce of that river, tfHl cordially unite with 
tho jxrwerful free States at>vo them in such a 
pressure upon Louisiana as musf Ving her back 
into the Union. It is impossible that the Stalep, 
lying upon the upper parts of the MiseiM^pi an ^ 
Its. tributaries can. for anv length pf time’, ac- 
qjBbce In the possession of its mouth by a pow^f 
foreign to them. 

It h In vain that the Southern Confederacy 
proclaim tbe free navigation of the Mississippi as 
a general thesis, look at the bill on the subject 
recent?}’ parsed by the Congress at Montgomery, 
aftff you wiA see that, while they declare the 
principle Of the freedom of the river, they, at the 
same time pre^rritte multiplied regulations with 
regard to the trade ttpon it destined to States be- 
yond the 1 mits of the Confederacy, the neglect 
or violation of any one of which involves the k>r- 
feituYc of vessel and cargo, or ot her heavy pa**’ 
alties. These are vexations and annoyances 
which cannot biri be sorely felt; and the time will 
come, and come soon; in case of ar. adjustment of 
existing controversies satisfactory to tho Border 
States, when Tennessee, fttJMuckv, Arkansas, 
Missouri, and Western Virginia, will earnestly 
unite with Pennsylvania, Ohio, India?*, Illinois, 
affd Iowa in deprecating and opposing a t Jbreign 
jurisdiction at the mouth of the Mississippi. 

This united pressure, concurring with interna* 
causes, will, I firmly, believe, induce Ixiuisiana, 
at ffo distant day, to return into the Union; and 
when she returns, tbe State of Mississippi must 
and wifi follow. Here, then, the line of the se- 
ceded States is broken at its centre. Tex is will 
be isolated on the west, Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, and South Carolina, on the a*.*!; aiu * 
what rational motive can a»v of tbeee State? 
have to continue iu such a condition of segrega- 
tion, when, in Jho meantime, every reasomible 
guarantee shall have been obtained? for the se 
curity of their rights in the Union? 

I look forward, then, with no small degree of 
confidence, to the ultimate return of the seceded 
States into the Union, as the consequence of the 
line of action now to he inaugurated by the Bor- 
der Slave States. Deeply deploring the course 
of the seceded States — looking upon their conduct, 
as 1 must ever do, as compromising the interests 
of American greatness, freedom, and progress 
more gravely than anyth ing which his ever oc- 
curred in onr history— I shall yet hail thpir re- 
turn with sincere joy, and lively, renovated hopes 
for the future. 

The great question for it?, now, is what Vir- 
ginia is to do? Shall she, too, secede, and, re- 
nouncing all hope or wish for the preservation of 
the Union, become the tail of a Southern Con- 
federacy? Or shall she place herself at the h** 8 il 
of a serried Macedonian phalanx of her sister 
Border Slave States, and with their concert and 
co-operation, open the way to the re-integration 
of the Union, which, though deprived, for u time, 
of some c*f its pillars, is yet solid and unshaken in 
its foundation?? 

This ancient commonwealth of ours, fellow-cit- 
izens, has played a great role in history. She has 
yet a great role to play. If we revert to the past 
we shall see that she has been the proud and ac- 
knowledged leader in all those marked and char- 
acteristic movements, which, at various periods of 
^our history, have looked to the Union of America 
for American liberty and greainess. In 1774, she 
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was the first to propose a Congress of deputies 
from all the colonies to deliberate upon the “uni- 
ted interests of America.” In 177b, she was the 
first to move the declaration of American Inde- 
pendence by the united act of the assembled 
States. In 1777, she was the first to sign those 
articles of Confederation which pledged the States 
to “a firm and perpetual association with each 
other for their common defence, tbe security of 
their liberties, and their mutual and general wel- 
fare/’ 

In 1785, when those articles were found Inade- 
quate for their object, it was she who proposed the 
Contention at Annapolis, to strengthen und en- 
large them; and, in 178 <3, she again led the way 
in the appointment of deputies to the Convention 
at Philadelphia, for the purpose of forming a new 
Constitution, more “adequate to the exigencies 
of the Union;” and it was she in that Convention, 
more than any or all others, who, by the wisdom 
and influence of her sons, formed the Constitution 
under which we now live, and have hitherto liv- 
60 , in unparalleled prosperity and happiness, for 
more that? a quarter of a eenturv. A watchful 
and even jdAir,us guardian, at all times, of the 
rights of the States, «he has nevef failed to rally 
to the support of the b’u’°n whenever It h is been 
threatened Ity disaffection ill any quarter, wheth- 
er at the North or the South— as well against 
New Kngland in 1808 ?ndl81l, U8 against South 
Carolina in 185.1 and 1850. 

She cannot, then* without blotting out all her 
piSt history, now join In the unnatural work of 
subverting (hose gloriou? Institutions which she 
has had so large and noble a part In building up 
and strengthening. Her heart, her mind, her lies' 
efforts in the counf^l nnd the field, hav'O ever 
l>een devoted to the great earise Of American, 
Continental liberty and Union. “No pent-up 
Iltitri ha* narrowed and cor fined her 
Her Washington, h*r JetFersnn, her Madison, fcWT 
Pendleton, her Wythe, bet Marshall, and a long 
list of her illustrious sons have sp^nt the prime of 
tboir days in laboring for the development of a 
higii, nations! destiny, one and indivisible, anu 
their last p r ayer3 flare been breathed for the per- 
petuity of the American’ Uftfcm. 

You must not only trample in tfitf durrt the 
stars and stripes , the consecrated svmb. ( of our 
national power ard renown — as some have al- 
roady done in the sacrilegious madness of tho 
hour — but Virginia must first strike from her cal- 
endar all the?e immortal names I have mentioned, 
with their compatriot worthier; she must raze to 
the ground the proudest monuments of her glory 
before she cau enter upon the dreary and un- 
trodden paths to which she is beckoned. Let her 
not obey the inauspicious summons. Let her 
persevere in »he paths which her fathers tnid, un- 
der the guidance of patriots and eage^ and heroes 
whom they reverenced, as they trusted. It is 
hers to preserve this glorious Union, which she 
so lirgely contributed to form. She has a moral 
po*er to do it, which no other State possesses. 

But if, In an ill-omened hour, she shall incline 
to other counsels, let her remember that the pro- 
cess of dissolution and division once commenced, 
has no assignable limits — that a new and separate 
Confederacy, sprung from secession, must soon 
fall to pieces un er the operation of the same dis- 
integrating principle — that endless feuds and 
strife? will follow — and that we have no warrant 
for believing that the laws of history, as we read 
them in the throes and convulsions of revolution- 
ary France, or in the anarchy and turbulence of 
our Mexican and South American neighbors, will 
be suddenly reversed in our favor.

C^~The Courier claims that the Constitu- 
tion of South Carolina is more liberal in ex- 
tending the elective franchise than we recent- 
ly atated it to be. We made our statement 
upon what we supposed to lie good authority, 
but our principal object was to direct attention 
to tho great substratum of principles upon 
which the Southern Confederacy has been 
founded, as explained in Dc Bow’s Review. 
That great Southern authority in the March 
number, speaking of ‘‘the true origin and na- 
ture of all government," says, and the italics 
are its own: “AU government begins with usur- 
pation, and is continued by force. Nature puts 
the ruling elements uppermost, and the mass 
es below aro subject to these elements. Less 
tliaa this is not government. The right to 
govern resides with a very small minority; tha 
duty to obey is inherent in the great mass of 
mankind.” If, therefore, South Carolina has 
in any manner liberalized her policy, the oli- 
garchical features of the Confederated States 
still remain, as exposed by its principal politi- 
cal economist and statistician, l’owcr is to bo 
removed as far as |>ossible from the people; 
while we, simple easy souls, have been taught 
to believe that all power springs from the peo- 
ple, and really have believed it, and, what is 
still worse, we hope we shall die in our belief. 

Tha Courier quotes the Constitution of South 
Carolina as follows:

ThrConi bdkkated Loan in England.— T he 
Jeff Davis Confederacy will find it an up-hill 
business to borrow money in Europe, especially 
as capitalists there do not seem inclined to be the 
receivers of stolen goods by way of security.

We are not in the habit of accepting proposi- 
tions of this nature from persons unknown to us, 
and as we never had the favor of any previous 
communication from you, and do not know any- 
thing of the character and standing of your 
house, we feel justified in d- dining your offer. 

As to any success for your Confederated loan 
— as you please to term It — in the London mon 
ev market, we advise you at once to abandon all 
hope or expectation on that point.

An act to amend the charters of the several 
hanks of issue, passed by the late Legislature, 
has received the assent of Gov. Magoffin, and is 
now a law. It provides that daring the pleasure 
of the legislature, the Banks of Ashland, Iaouis- 
ville, Northern, Southern, and Kentucky, shall 
be authorized to issue notes of less denominat 
than five dollars, anything in the charters of said 
banks to the contrary notwithstanding. Also, 
that if Ihe banks of issue in the State, to wit: 
Tbe fiaoknr Kentuckv, Farmers' Bank, Bank of 
■JOKiaviKe, Northern Bank of Kentucky, South- 
ern B&nk of Kentucky, Commercial Bank, Bank 
•of Ashland, and People’s Bank, can exhibit the 
• that, in addition to the present amount 

loaned, they have loaned to bom i fide residents of 
this State the sum of *2,000,000, by the first day 
of June, 1#C1, then any suspension of specie pay- 
ment by said banks on liabilities due from them 
for the space of two years, shall be legalized, and 
in no event operate as a forfeiture of any of 
the chartered privileges now granted to them 
No greater amount than $1,000 shall be loaned 
to aoy one individual, and it shall be agreed 
between the parties that no greater amount than 
twenty percent, shall be demanded of the debtor 
every one hundred And twenty days. But the 
right to a renewal of notes and additional securi- 
ties may be required and enforced by law, at the 
maturity of each note, in the discretion of the 
bank officers. 

It is likewise made the duty of tho banks to di 
\’ide the two million dollars in 6ums of $200,000 
to each Congressional district, and that sum to be 
divided among the several counties comprising 
the Congressional districts, as near as may be, in 
proportion to the number of qualified voters there 
iu. The Commercial Bank and Branch of Farmers 
Bank at Princeton, shall make the loans in the 
1st district; and Bank of Ashland in district nine; 
the Skmthern Bank and Poople a Bank in districts 
two and three; Bank of Kentucky and Bank of 
Louisville in districts four, five, and seven; the 
farmers’ Bank and Northern Bank in districts six, 
*eight, and ten. The evidence of the fact that the 
Ooane provided for have been made, sball be writ- 
ken affidavits of the presidents, cashiers, and 
‘clerks of the banks, filed in the office of the At- 
torney-General, by the first day of July, 1861;

For ex- 
ample the mails from this city for the East, West, 
and North by way of Jeffersonville will close at 
twelves clock at night, aE«l the second mail, for 
York and St. Ixmis exclusively, will close 
** twelve o’clock during the day. 1 he mails for 
ft he South and Southwest, bv way rf the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and Louisville and Memphis 
Itailroads, will close at ten o’clock A. M., and the 
second mail, for^ Nashville exclusively, will close 
at ten o'clock at night. The mails for I^banon, 
Springfield, Greensburg, &c., by the Nashville 
road, will close at nine o'clock in the evening, 
and tbose for Bardstown and way offices, by rail- 
mad, will close at three o’clock in the after- 
••oon. The mails will arrive as follows: By 

the Jeffersonville Railroad at eleven A. M. 
eleven P. M., and 8:20 P. M.; by the Nashville 
road at half- past one P. M. and half-past one A. 
M.; by the Lebanon Branch at twenty minutes 
past five P. M.; by the Bardstown Branch at ten 
minutes pa9t nine. The mails for the Nashville 
Railroad will close dailj% those by way of Jeffer- 
sonville, Lebanon, and Bardstown every day but 
Sunday, and on Sunday the Eastern mail by boat 
will clbse at nine o’clock A. M. It should be re- 
membered that the time designated above is that 
at which the mails arrive at the respective rail- 
road depots, and not the time of arrival at the 
post office. 

DsSTRUunvK Puts. — A fire occurred about 11 
o’clock last night in the third story of the build- 
ing occupied by Messrs. John B. Emraitt & Co.’s 
«lry goods store, on the East side of Fourth street, 
“between Market and Jefferson. The room in 
which the fire originated was occupied by Mr. J. 
G. Dodge, who had in store a quantity of furni- 
ture, which was destroys J, involving a loes of 
several hundred dollns. 

The greater portion of Messrs. Emmitt & Co.’s 
goods were removed, but were badly damaged by 
water. Their lo?s was about $3,000, which is 
covered by insurance. The fire communicated to 
the third story tf Mr. A. Fonda’s grocery, ad- 
joining, in which a quantity of liquors and groce- 
ries was stored. Mr. Fonda's loss by the fire and 
by water was about $1,000, upon which he has 
$5,000 insurance. 

The paper store of Messrs. Lapp & Bro., suffer- 
ed somewhat, the stock having been great lydam- 
m ,ed by water. Messrs. L. & Bro., have insur- 
ance in the sum of $3,500, which will cover their 

loss. 

The building which Messrs. Lminit A Co. oc- 
upied, is owned by Mr. John Snead, , and the ad- 
joining building, occupied by Mr. Fonda, is own- 
ed by Mr. A. Allison. It will require an expen- 
diture of about $3,000 to repair them. 

The fire, which was no doubt the work of an 
incendiary, was discovered by that vigilant pri- 
vate policeman, Mr. John Parker.

Cavour on the Roman Question.— In the 
Sardinian Chamber of Deputies, on the 25th ult., 
Count Cavour made a speech in answer to the 
question why the principle of non-intervention 
was not applied to Rome. Its length prevents us 
from publishing it, but.it is worthy of the man 
who is now admitted to be the first statesman of 
Europe, Lxmis Napoleon, perhaps, excepted. The 
New York World, in a resume of the speech, says 
Count Cavour presents, in simple, striking lan- 
guage, the great ideas which must control this 
question; for it is eminently one of those ques- 
tions in which ideas] dominate. “The first 
truth,” he says, “to be proclaimed is, that it is 
impossible to conceive a constituted Italian king- 
dom without Rome for its capital.” There i-i no 
gainsaying this, and no overrating the influence 
of such a rooted conviction in the minds of Ital- 
ians, and of the world at large. So long as this 
Roman question remains unsettled, so long will 
the unity of the Italian nation remain uncom- 
pleted, and a gap be open in her defences through 
which her enemy may break in. Therefore 
Italy has the right to Rome as her seat of gov- 
ernment, and therefore she will go there, in the 
language of Cavour, “without trenching upon 
the independence of the Pope; without bringing 
the church under the dominion of the State.” It 
is plainly his purpose to accomplish this great 
and inevitable movement in a manner which will 
not shock the Roman Catholic Church, and which 
will leave to the Pope not only his spiritual pow- 
er, but his dignity unimpaired. To the charge, 
that, if the King were at the Quirinal and the 
Pope at the Vatican, the latter would only be the 
grand almoner or chaplain of the former, he re- 
plies, like a true son of the church and a wise and 
patriotic statesman, if these fears were well 
founded, he would not hesitate to say that this 
reunion would lie fatal not only to Catholicism but 
to Italy. And then he utters a sentiment worthy 
of one of the founders of our republic: “No great- 
er calamity can befall a people than the concen- 
tration in the hands of the government of spirit- 
ual and temporal power.” 

The antagonism between the Holy See and the 
people which it governs, he seta up as a sufficient 
reason for the destruction of the pontifical rule in 
these day, when all governments, monarchical o r 
democratic, repose upon the consent, expressed or 
tacit, of the people. The defenders of the tem- 
poral power, who say that it is necessary for 
Catholic society, that It ought to be guaranteed 
by the Catholic powers, are answered by the no- 
ble outburst, “Are human sacrifices still neces- 
sary to render the gods propitious? Is it in the 
name of Him who gave His life for the world the 
sacrifice of agnation should be made for his repre- 
sentative?” The sarcasm is withering. There is 
no defence against it; it will consume all the flim- 
sy pretenses of priestly politicians like stubble. 

Count Cavour is evidently bent on the solution 
of the Roman question, not by intrigue of any 
kind, but bv open and direct means. He stands 
upon tbe right of Italy in this matter, and will 
enforce it as vigorously as he asserts it boldly. 
We believe that he is right in saying that Pius 
IX. will in the end be brought to acquiesce in the 
loss of his temporal power, and then will Italy 
not only o*fe Cavour a capital, but tbe destruc- 
tion of a mixed temporal and spiritual hierarchy, 
which has oppressed her people and degraded her 
religion. 

Escates and Recratures. — On Sunday last 
a convict in the Indiana State-prison named Es- 
t >n, a desperate character, made his escape from 
the State-prison, but was recaptured in about tv o 
hours. Daniel Huffman, one of the cooks wl o 
escaped by scaling the walls, has been recaptured 
at Defiance, Ohio. Morgan, another escaped 
prisoner, was captured at Rising Sun, at the 
house of Mrs. Johnson, the ivife of a counterfeit- 
er now in prison. 

Warden of the Indiana State- pr iron. — 
The Board of Directors of the State-prison met 
and unanimously re-elected David W. Miller, 
Esq., Warden for the ensuing four years. The 
New Albany Ledger says that Mr. Millnr has 
served long in this capacity, and has ever proved 
a most efficient and capable officer, and the inte- 
rests of the State are undoubtedly served by his 
re-elnction. 

Hydrophobia. — The Richmond (Ind.) Broad 
Axe says a most distressing case of hydrophobia 
occurred in Centerville on Monday last, resulting 
in death. Patrick Woodward, a worthy citizen 
of that place, was bitten by his owa dog about 
one month previous. He suffered no inconven- 
ience from the wound until about forty eight 
hours before bis death, when the disease w.\s 
developed in all its terrible force. 



Among the passengers from New York for 
Charleston on Tuesday, by the steamship Nash- 
ville, were Maj. Anderson, of Nicaraguan noto- 
riety, and Col. Rudler, who accompanied Walker 
on his fatal expedition to Honduras. They were 
escorted to the vessel by Soldier Mack, a well- 
known California runner, and a few others of that 
character. They have gone out to join the seces- 
sionists. 

Pastor Called. — At a meeting of the congre- 
gation of the Franklin Street Presbyterian 
Church, Baltimore, held on Monday, the Rev. 
Dr. Bullock, of Ky., received a unanimous call to 
the pulpit of that Church, made vacant by the 
resignation and removal of the Rev. N. C. Burt. 
Dr. Bullock is the agent of the Danville (Ky.) 
Seminary. He will most probably accept the 
call. 

Correction.— In the report of fines in the 
City Court on Thursday Mr. L. A. Civill was 
made to appear as one of the unlucky citizens. 
This was an error, Mr. Civill was not fined as 
shown by the record.

THB SAD DETAILS. 

Charleston, April 12. 

The inill has opened! War is inaugurated! 
The batteries of Sullivan’s Island, Morris’ Island, 
and other points, were opened on Fort Sumpter at 
four o’clock this morning. Fort Sumpter has re- 
turned the lire, and a brisk cannonading has been 
kept up. 

No information has been received from the sea- 
board yet. 

The military are under arms, and the whole of 
our population are in the streets, and every avail- 
able space facing the harbor is filled with anxious 
spectators.

STRRKOTYrF.it Newetai'ers. — T he N. Y. Tri- 
buue ia printed from stereotype plates by a pro- 
cess invented by Mr. Charles Craske, which is a 
peculiar one, differing greatly from ordinary ste- 
reotyping. The molds from which the plates are 
cast, are made, not with plaster, as is usually the 
case, hut are of papier-mache. An entire page 
is cast in one plate, in which respect the process 
differs from t hat employed by some of the great 
daily newspapers of London, where each column 
is stereotyped separately. Onr plates are also 
east in a cylindrical form, to suit Hoe’s Lightning 
presses, which is another important variation 
from ordinary stereotyping. The page to be ste- 
reotyped being prepared, it is covered with a sheet 
of a peculiar kind of soft paper, in fact hut little 
more tenacious than paper pulp. This sheet is 
delicately but firmly beaten with a hair brush, to 
indent tiie type thoroughly into the paper. While 
yet wot and soft, other similar sheets are laid 
upon it, and the indentation with the brush is 
repeated. This process is continued until the 
layers of this paper are sufficient to make a strong 
card-board npon the page, thoroughly compacted 
together and indented to a proper depth with tl • 
type of the page. Passed over a steam-table, 
this indented card- hoard is rapidly dried. Taken 
out, it ia easily removed from the type, and is 
ready for the last process, which is the reception 
of hot fluid type-metal, poured into the indenta- 
tions made by every letter, word, sentence, and 
paragraph of tho page. 

The economic advantages of this new process, 
aro the celerity of the operation und its faving of 
tbe wear and tear of type, and the presentation 
of a paper every day with new type. Previous 
to Mr. Craske’s invention, stereotype plates never 
exceeded the quarto size; ail larger than that 
requiring to be cast in two or more pieces, and 
then soldered together. They can now he cast to 
the largest newspaper form.

ment, and wa9 in progress of execution. 

Charleston, April 12. 

The firing has continued all day without inter- 
mission. Two of Fort Sumpter’s* guns have been 
silenced, and it is reported that a breach has been 
made in the south wall. The answer to Gen. 
Beauregard's demand by Major Anderson was 
that he would surrender when his supplies were 
exhausted, that is, if he was not reinforced. 

Not a casualty has yet happened to any of the 
forces. Of the nineteen batteries in poeirion on- 
ly seven have opened lire on Fort Sumpter, the 
remainder are held in readiness for the expected 
tleet. Two thousand men reached this city this 
morning and embarked for Morris’ Island and the 
neighborhood. 

The bombardment continues from tbe floating 
and 11 other batteries. 

Fort Sumpter continues to return the fire. It 
i* represented that three war vessels are now off 
the bar. 

New York, April 12. 

The Herald's special despatch says Fort Moul- 
trie begin the honiliardment with two guns, to 
which Major Anderson’s replied with three idiots 
from his barbette guns, after which tbe batteries 
at Mount Pleasant, Cummings Point, and the 
floating battery opened a brisk fire of shot and 
shell. Anderson replied only at loug intervals, 
when he opened from two tiers of guns looking 
towards Moultrie and Stevens’ battery, but up to 
three o’clock failed to produce serious effect. 
During the greater part of the day Anderson 
directed his shots principally against MouPrie, 
the Stevens and floating battery at Fort Johnson, 
they being the only ones operating against him. 
Fifteen or eighteen shots struck the floating bat- 
tery without effect. Breaches to all appearances 
being made in the sides of Sumpter exposed to 
the fire. 

Portions of the parapet were destroyed and 
several gun shot away. The fight will continue 
all night. The Fort will probably be carried by 
storm. • 

It is reported that the Harriet Lane received a 
shot through her wheel-house She is in the 
offing.

Oil Prospeits in Kentucky.— S everal par- 
ties have begun operations on Renix Creek, near 
Butksvillc, Ky., to bore for oil, with excellent 
prospects of success. One of the spots selected 
is adjoining an old well, possessing the following 
history! 

Twenty or twenty five years ago a party of 
gentlemen were sinking a w’ell in this county, 
on Renix Creek, al>out three miles from Burks- 
ville, hoping to find salt water. At the dis- 
tance of one hundred and seventy feet they 
struck a large vein of oil, perhaps the larges't 
and most abundant that has ever beeo dis- 
covered before. It forced itself up to the top 
of the well and ran out in immense quantities, 
covering the bed of the creek until it reached 
its mouth, and extending many miles down 
Cumberland river. It was at that* time consider- 
ed worthless, and tho oil was fired and bunit upon 
the waters. A few years later it was found to 
possess valuable qualities, and small quantities 
were bottled and sold for this purpose, as a reme- 
dy for cuts, burns, &c.. but not proving very 
profitable, it was abandoned, and has remained 
until recently reopened. 

Theresas well as in all the oil regions of Penn- 
sylvania, Virginia, anil Ohio, the oil excitement 
upon the price of lands supposed to contain it is 
remarkable. One farm, the property of A G. 
Wagoner, supported to contain oil from geological 
Indications, recently sold for $15,000, which 
could have been purchased a few months ago for 
eight thousand.

Golden Willow. It is a desirable tree wher- 
ever it is hardy enough for culture, probably 
all through the State. It is easy of propaga- 
tion, and the timber is valuable for posts, and 
even for rails; it will grow rapidly and of large 
size. Its rapid growth and its beauty recom- 
mend it. Mr. Orerman heartily endorsed the 
golden willow. Mr. Whitney had eight hun- 
dred golden willows in one grove, on dry 
ground; it does better in wet; it makes fire- 
wood as well as cottonwood, and can be split; 
it is good for charcoal; it has a good effect upon 
wet land by absorbing its moisture, makes wet 
pastures better. Can hedge with it by driving 
stout limbs, five leet long, into the ground 
about fifteen inches. These should be set not 
lar apart, and in wet ground or long trenches; 
the cattle eat the sprouts. The Ozier willow 
d as better on dry soil, but does not make large 
trunks. Mr. Overman spoke of a gray willow 
from Pennsylvania as most rapid in growth and 
a valuable tree. The society voted to recom- 
mend the golden willow for the same purposes 
as the cottonwood 

Silver-Leaf Po/ilar .— On the Silver- Leafed 
Poplar a warm discussion arose. It was 
strongly advocated on account of its case of 
propagation from cuttings, rapid growth, and 
the rare beauty of its foliage, but was strong- 
ly objected to on account of its tendency to 
sucker in cultivated grounds. It was recom- 
mended only for roadside cultivation. 

Silver- 1 m f Maple . — The maples were con- 
sidered by several as the most worthy of culti- 
vation of all forest trees grown from seed. The 
silver-leaf maple w as admitted to be eminently 
useful for shade, protection, fuel, and for fur- 
niture, as well as beauty. Mr. Galusha, hav- 
ing had much experieme with this tree, was 
called upon and said: The seeds ripen in May 
varying according to the season; they should 
be gathered soon after they fall, for bugs cat 
out the kernel. He gathered them from the 
surface of streams, from eddies and bays in 
the shore; had taken np a bushel in fifteen 
minutes. The seed must be planted almost 
immediately; between layers of moss they may 
keep for a week, but generally only three or 
four days. He planted in a line in well pul- 
verized soil, thrusting them with the thumb 
and finger to the depth of the wing, from two 
to four inches apart; they may stand two years; 
they seldom form tap roots. In the first sea 
son they grew eighteen inches; has had them 
grow four feet. Mr. Huggins, of Macoupin 
said that the seeds in his country drop in April; 
he could keep the seed two or three weeks; he 
had them gathered dry by boys. The ground 
is prepared as for corn, and the seed is dropped 
and covered one inch deep. Too little mois- 
ture will kill either before or after planting; 
the seed must never dry nor sprout before 
planting. The tree bears seed early, even in 
its fifth year; from five eight-year-old trees he 
had obtained two bushels; it grows fast, as fast 
as the locust, and gives shade earlier in the 
spring. Some of the live just named were ten 
inches in diameter 

Scarlet Maple and Sugar staple . — The Scar- 
let Maple had also many friends. The Sugar 
Maple was warmly approved as a shade tree, 
though a slow grower. The rare beauty of the 
changing foliage of the maples at the approach 
of autumn entitles them to a place among 
the favorites for lawns and roadside cultiva- 
tion. They are not liable, except in a few 
isolated cases, to the attacks of borers, or other 
insects. 

Ash Maple . — The Ash Maple or Box Elder 
was spoken of as a desirable tree, both useful 
and ornamental, and easily cultivated. It may 
be raised from slips. Mr. Clark, of Brighton, 
has cultivated it successfully: it is hardy and 
grows well; he had trees of four feet in height 
from cuttings the first season. 

The Elms . — The White and lied Elm were 
approved of ns trees for shade and ornamental 
and economic purposes. Of all American 
trees the Elm has the decided preference. Its 
historic associations, the gracefulness of its 
drooping branches; its value for timber, rapid 
growth, and ease of cultivation, all commend 
it to public favor. The Red Elm is most en- 
during when exposed to the weather. It splits 
freely, lasts well as fence posts, and makes 
good railroad ties, &c. Mr. Freeman said the 
Winged or Cork Elm grows abundantly in the 
south, and was endorsed for ornamental pur- 
poses. 

Tulip Tree. — The tulip tree received much 
notice. Mr. Overman thought it the most 
magnificent tree, and has the first place ns an 
ornamental tree for yards. It is free from all 
objection. It is said to be hard to transplant, 
but this is because of delaying too long; when 
.cry young it may be easily taken up. Its 
roots spread far, had seen them 100 feet 
from the trunk. He had known it injured by 
the severe frosts. The seed is in a cone; if 
•btained from immature trees it is defective. 
The seeds must be sown very thick in the 
spring; in the fall of the first year they must 
be taken up and protected. It cannot be prop- 
igated by cuttings or layers. This is of the 
Magnolia family. Its flowers are like a tulip; 
a tree ten years old may flower, being thirty or 
forty feet high. It produces much honey. 
The wood is fine for inside work in house car- 
pentry. The tulip was recommended as an 
irnamental tree, and the linden for general 
purposes, all through the State. 

Chestnut, Black and White Walnut . — The 
chestnut, black and white walnut, were en- 
dorsed for economic uses. They make fair 
growth and are useful for fence-posts, rails, 
timber in buildings, bridges, and ties. The 
first pays for growing them. Farmers caunot 
plant too many for their own use on their 
estate. 

Evergreens . — An interesting discussion on 
evergreens was entered upon. A few contend- 
ed for the White l’ine, as the most valuable of 
that family, bat were obliged to give way for 
the greater merits of the Scotch and Austrian 
varieties. Mr. Galusha thought the difficulty 
if transplantation exaggerated. He would as 
coon transplant them as apple trees. The only 
trouble is that the roots must be well taken up 
itid kept moist, watered thoroughly at plunt- 
ng, if the soil is dry, never afterward, then 
mulch thoroughly. I)r. Kcnnicott stated that 
they grew well throughout the State, as well as 
any where upon earth. Had transplanted eight 
hundred Scotch and Austrian pines last spring 
and lost no tree; he puddled them both in dig- 
ting and in setting. Dr. Behrceder had re- 
peatedly taken up one for a Christmas tree in 
the winter and reset it; one has endured three 
ransplantations. The Scotch and Austrian 
pines were recommended for general cultiva- 
tion. While the attractive features of the 
Balsam Fir were admitted, it was allowed that 
they are most fine when young; with age the 
lower limbs drop oil - , and it becomes unsightly. 
L'he Hemlock is our most beautiful evergreen, 
>ut the most difficult to raise. The Red Cedar 
ti adapted to the temperate zone. It will 
tever flourish well far to the North nor to the 
south. It is at home on our river bluffs, 
makes a good cheap screen, and is good in 
awns. The Arbor Vita: is adapted to the 
amc latitude nearly, and is recommended for 
ow screens. A dwarf or prostrate Juniper 
trowing along the banks of Lake Michigan, 
md elsewhere at the North, was endorsed for 
awns. But of all evergreens named the Nor- 
vay Spruce was admitted to be the most val- 
uable for shade, ornamental, high screens, and 
conomic purposes. It is a cheap tree, is easily 
rown from the seed, and safely transplanted. 
F.arly spring, and August and September 
vere designated as the proper times for trans- 
lating evergreens.

Sugar Growers’ Convention — T he sit 
far growers of Illinois recently held a eonveo 
ion at Rockford, at which samples of sugar 
nade from the sorghum was exhibited by ■ 
Mr. Benjamin, of Laporte, Ind. Thisgctule- 
nan stated: 

He said that fully one-half of the sirup 
tranulated into sugar. The cane from which 
he samples that he presented were munufae- 
ured, grew on what Illinois farmers would 
:onsider rather light soil — burr-oakopentngs — 
vhich, although it did not produce such 
teavy cane, yielded more and richer juice to 
he acre than that grown on loamy or deeper 
soil. 

His manner of reducing the juice to sirup 
was to get a strong heat as quick as possible 
iftcr the first skimming, and keep a brisk fire 
luring the whole time until it is done. He 
tses nothing to purify the juice but the skim- 
ncr, unless the cane should be some frozen, 
vhen he would introduce a little lime water 

He cuts the cane when it is fully ripe, which 
is known by the seed getting hard, llis man- 
ner of producing sugar was to place the sirup 
n a barrel set on end, in a room about 80 deg. 
Fahrenheit, with auger holes round the lower 
•nd, the holes to he kept stopped until the sirup 
tas stood for several days; then unstop the 
holes and the sirup will drain, leaving the 
ugar erystalized iu the barrel. The amount 
>f sugar varying according to the richness of 
the sirup, but good ripe cane would produce 
ifty per cent, of sugar. An acre of fair cane, 
in his opinion, ought to produce 100 gallons of 
•imp and 1000 pounds of sugar as an average. 
Mr. B. believes that sheet iron pans are much 
inferior to heavy castings, for the purpose of 
•vaporation, as sheet iron, from tlie intense 
fieat necessary, is apt to warp, and to eventu- 
ally burn out. 

Cast iron lined with enamel or porcelain 
will undoubtedly produce better sirup than any 
other article that could be produced, but the 
heavy cost for porcelain ware renders its intro- 
duction impracticable. If cane is cut green it 
may yield more molasses, but of much poorer 
quality, and the product of sugar will be less. 
Cut it before frost, if it has to be doDe before 
.t is fully ripe. Lay it in gavels for a few days, 
«nd then place it in a barn or dry and warm 
place, in rows, not very tliick, so" the air will 
pass through it. 

He sprout, his seed in warm water, changed 
once in twelve hours, before planting, and it 
should be planted as soon as the ground is 
plowed and rolled. This gives the cane a de- 
cided start of weeds and grass. It is best to 
plant in hills four feet apart running north and 
•outh, and three feet east and west, and about 
the same depth as corn. He was questioned as 
to the comparative yield of sugar in impheo 
and sorghum, and said that as far as tried in 
the same soil, the imphee had yielded more 
sugar than the sorghum. He clears the foli- 
age from the stocks before grinding.
